S tockton, September 30th.—The horses 
and cattle at Agricultural Park were paraded 
to-day for premiums. The parade brought 
together an immerse crowd of admiring spec­ 
tators. The di.play of cattle and horses was 
extensive, and highly creditable. The classes 
of draft, roadsters and horses uf all 
work were well filled. Probably a greater 
quantity of valuable horseflesh has never be­ 
fore been exhibited at any fair in California. 
The racirg programme for this afternoon has 
been entirely changed, and the contests ex­ 
cite much interest, as i- attested by the im­ 
mense concourse of people pre ent to witness 
them. The fair, in a strictly agricultural 
point cf vitw, is lacking in many features 
that might have been inude both interesting 
and profitable to the practical farmers, but 
there can be no question of the exhibition 
proving a grand success in a financial point 
of view.

T ucson, September 30th.—A special to 
the Citizen from San Carlos says : General 
Carr’s command arrived here this morning, 
and when the paroled hostiles saw them com­ 
ing they stood not on the order of their going 
but went at once to Col. Stacey’s head­ 
quarters, and entered the school-house, sup­ 
posing the cavalry hail sinister designs on 
them. The Prhvost Marshal counted them, 
hut found only forty-five instead of the sixty 
that were in camp yesterday. Nantaylish, 
his two brothers and twelve bucks were miss­ 
ing. Sanchez said they weDt off last night 
to hunt stock. Provost Marshal Bernard 
recommends that they be moved to Willcox, 
under guard. The Indians come in slowly 
for rations, apparently afraid of the military 
display. 
Last night at the sub-Agency, anb-Agent 
Hoag arrested two scouts, formerly of Cruse’s 
hand, and who were in the Cibica fight. They 
were brought here this morning by Mickey 
Free aad another Indian scout, and turned 
ovac.vo Colonel Tiffany, and by him delivered 
to the Provost Marshal, Colonel Bernard.

for Y akatat, on Behring Bay, Oa the lGth 
the Northwest Trading Company’s steamer 
b avorite sailed for Killisnoo, Harrisburg 
and Hoonyah, with lumber and merchandise, 
and the United States surveying steamer 
Haesler left for the southern coast and Vic­ 
toria. The voyage of the Wachusett to 
Yakatat is for the purpose of arresting', if 
possible, the Indian who murdered two wnite 
men—Kerren Campion and Thomas Malo- 
rey—at that place about throe months since, 
and to bring him down for trial, together 
with witnesses that were expected to testify 
against him. The murdered men were with 
James Hallywi od on his schooner, the Gold 
Hunter, a vessel of eight tons, on a prospect­ 
ing and trading tour. Campion and Maloney 
atbrted in a cauoe belonging to and ran by an 
Indian, to ascend some rivers in prospecting. 
The same day two women who were gather­ 
ing grass for caskels on the beach were 
attracted by shots and cries, and discovered 
the murder. The Indian had remained in 
the canoe as they landed to make a meal, and 
taking possession of Maloney’s double-bar­ 
reled shotgun shot the latter dead, ll-i then 
tired at Campion and wounded him in the 
shoulder, and alter a btruggle killed him with 
a piece of rock. On seeing he was discovered, 
he pursued the women, who escaped in their 
canoe. On his return to the village he made 
an attempt to kill Hollywood and wife, who 
is an Indian woman, together with their 
children, but was prevented by the Indian 
doctor and others. The murder was kept 
quiet for a month, and then told to Holly­ 
wood’s wife by a boy. It w-as afterwards 
confirmed by others, among whom were the 
two Indian women already mentioned. If it 
had not been that Hollywood's wife was an 
Indian, and traveliug w:th them, they would 
have killed Hollywood, who e&ded from 
Yakatat iu March last, having been 
compelled to stay there during the 
winter on account of the danger of 
navigating the coast at that season. 
As it was, his vessel was wrecked before 
reaching Cross Sound, as mentioned in a 
former dispatch. Before leaving he had dis­ 
covered placer diggings which he estimated 
worth S10 a day to the hand. He took out a 
quau icy of the dirt, aud was bringing it 
with him, when his schooner was wrecked. 
The miners have long wished to prospect that 
region, but have been deterred by the fierce 
character of the natives, who have always 
been dangerous. Soma fix years ago they 
murdered a boat’s crow belonging to a 
echo raer which was trading there. The visit 
of the Wachusett may result iu makiBg is 
safe t) prospect there, ai.d the miner?, in 
order to obtain further information, precured, 
through Captain Lull, the employment of 
Edward Bean, a miner of long experience 
and good judgment, as one of the interpreters 
of the expedition, and he will make a 
thorough examination of the country. If his 
report is favorable, there will probiblybea 
new camp started there iu the spring. Mr. 
Hollywood accompanied the party, for the 
purpose of pointing out toe murderer. 
The Northwest Trading Company, of 
which Paul Schulze is President, have lately 
taken charge of the wharf and warehouse at 
Sitka, advancing the money necessary for 
their repairs. 
They have fitted up the

CLEANLINESS. 
The surface of the human body, and 
even the delicate membrane covering the 
eye, as well as the mucous lining of the in­ 
ternal passages of the animal body, may, 
and often do become diseased in such man­ 
ner, by neglect of purity and careful 
cleanliness, that they will give off contagi­ 
ous matter. The contagious disorders of 
the skin the eyes and mouth are results 
of neglect of cleanliness, and are justly 
esteemed very disgusting. Decaying mat­ 
ters, whether vegetable or animal, and not 
nnfrequently the still living but unhealthy 
and unclean surfaces and tissues of both 
animal and vegetable bodies, are apt to be­ 
come infictod with parasites which prey 
upon and injure ordestroy the tissues. Even 
the tendcrest parts and juices of vegetable 
substances and tbe skin, the muscles and 
blood of the animal, may be harmed in 
this way. It was a little invisible parasite 
which destroyed the potatoes at harvest 
time throughout the country many years 
ago, and there are some foul waters and 
infected kinds of meat which will breed 
disease in persons who partake of them. 
Therefore, it is a duty to be cleanly in food 
and drink, as well as ia our breathing and 
personal habits. It is doubtful if persons 
who become filthy in their habits and 
neglect to provide for the purification of 
their bodies, clothing and premises, will 
ever be found pure and sweet in their 
thoughts, language and influence.

Insect Exhibit at the State Fair—More 
Pasture b’eedtd—Indian Summer— 
Watering Orange Trets. 


The exhibition of insects icjuri ua to agri­ 
culture and horticulture, made by Chief Hor­ 
ticultural Officer M. Cooke, was one of the 
most interesting and valuable exhibitions at 
the State Fair. No other exhibition came eo 
well up to the standard of what an exhibition 
at an industrial fair should be. It was not a 
mere show for the momentary amusement of 
those who saw it. It was not a mere adver 
tisement of goods and wares to selL It was 
not placed on exhibition with the hope of 
obtaining a money premium as a matter of 
personal profit. There was nothing in it to 
excite the speculative tendencies of our na 
tures. There waB no gambling or pool selling 
connected with it, and no one calling aloud 
in praise of its peculiar properties or merits. 
There was no competition of any kind con­ 
nected with it. And yef, lacking all these 
attractive and excitin,' features, it was the 
most attractive and interesting feature of 
the fair. No other exhibition brought home 
to the observer such useful and lasting 
lessons. To all classes—old and young, male 
and female, rich aud poor, learned and un­ 
learned, farmer and mechanic, to everybody 
—it was the center of attraction and a me­ 
dium of instruction. The codling moth in 
all its conditions and changes, from the egg 
aa deposited in the blossom end of the apple 
to the perfect insect again depositing the egg 
for a second generation, was shown, not only 
in its natural size as seen by the naked eye, 
but as seen through magnifying glasses of 
different powers of enlargement. The ob­ 
server could see the little worm as it was 
penetrating the skin of the fruit; could Bee it 
two, three, four and more days old, up to the 
time the larvae bad attained full size and age; 
could see it then as it emerges from the fruit 
and seeks a place of coucealment in the 
ground or in the crevices of the baik of the 
tree, in which to spin its web and form its 
cocoon ; conld see it in the different stages of 
the chrysalis state, and trace it through itB 
entire natural history aud learn all about it— 
how, when and where to look for it, how and 
when to destroy it, and all. in fact, that 
is known concerning it. Thousands of 
fruit growers who came to the fair almost 
entirely ignorant of everything connected 
with this little insect, who did not know it 
even when they saw it in any of its stages, 
went away with its whole natural history in 
their minds, and fully able to battle with and 
drive it from their orchards, and thus save 
themselves a good income each year. We 
may say the same of the red spider, and the 
various kinds of scale insects which infest our 
fruit trees. These were all on exhibition un­ 
der glasses that magnified to show tbeir 
whole forms, and limbs of trees, fruit and 
leaves, were exhibited with the insects on 
them doing the work of destruction. Thus 
those who examined this exhibition learned 
more of these destructive insects in a few mo­ 
ments than they ever knew before, and more 
than they conld learn from books and trom 
scientific lectures in as many months, and 
learned it better. All who saw this exhibi­ 
tion can now take the manual which Mr. 
Cooke has prepared, aud which is to be dis­ 
tributed free of cost, and read it understand- 
ingly, will be able to follow its suggestions 
and instruction». To the horticultural inter­ 
ests of this State, in ouropinion, the exhibition, 
in its bearing upon those interests, was worth 
more than the entire svm appropriated by the 
State to the Society for the year. 
Cultivate Less Land and Pasture More 
The question of how to keep up the fer­ 
tility of the soil will soon be the live and im­ 
portant question amoDg farmers of this State. 
It is already a question which engages the 
thought and study of our most intelligent 
agriculturists perhaps more than any other 
connected with their calling. They see that 
their lands are each year being drained of 
their virgin fertility, and no systematic plan 
has been fixed upon or adopted to replace the 
elements of that fertility. The old plan of 
England, Germany and the United States—a 
change of crops, or a rotation of crops—can­ 
not be generally adopted here, on account of 
the peculiarity of the climate. Except to a 
limited extent on low, rich and moist bottom 
lands, a variety of crops and rotation of crops 
is impossible. In the grain-raising sections, 
vegetables, com, potatoes, etc., cannot be 
successfully produced for want of moisture. 
On the other hand, in the sections where 
corn, potatoes, and that class of crops do the 
best, wheat is not successful, because the 
straw grows too large aud falls down, and 
rust or smut attacks and destroys the grain 
before it is ripe. The common mode of 
manuring the lauds practised in Europe aud 
the Allantic States, by plowing in coarse 
barnyard manure and straw, will not 
do here, because when the weather is 
warm enough to produce fermentation we 
have no moisture, and when we have moist­ 
ure, the weather is too cool to produce 
fermentation, so that coarse, barn-yard ma­ 
nure or straw, plowed under as they plow it 
under in Europe and countries of similar cli­ 
mates, will not rot here, but, remaining un­ 
changed, beornes an injury rather than a 
benefit to the soil. Wholly rotted manures 
can onlv be applied here in small quantities, 
for if applied in too large quantities they 
burn up the soil—that is, they seem to con­ 
sume the moisture and leave the roots of 
plants with nothing to live upon. Artfiicial 
manures or guano hive not been tried to any 
exteut in this State, that we are aware of. 
Experiments with such manures should be 
instituted in different parts of the State and 
the results carefully noted for a series of 
years. The time is coming when wo will 
have to do something, and that systematic illy 
and constantly. For the present, we think 
farmers should gradually change their plans 
of farming. They shouli begin by degrees 
to get more into stock. They should begin to 
prepare their farms for keeping more stock 
aud for cultivating less. Land pastured 
every other year or two yeare in succession, 
and tilled every other year or two 
years 
in 
succesiion, 
will 
not 
only 
prove more profitable to the owner at pres­ 
ent, but will hold its own, or even grow bat­ 
ter. 
Those who have adopted this plan, 
universally bear testimony to the truth of 
this statement. Cattle aud sheep, by con­ 
suming the produce of the soil, convert this 
produce into manure, and if running upon 
and grazing it they at the same distribute it 
evenly and so gradually that it does the most 
good. If with stock we could at ths same 
time introduce water in the summer, the plan 
of keeping up the fertility of the soil would 
be almost complete. With facilities for irri­ 
gation in the warm weather we could utilize 
all the elements of fertility. We could with 
such facilities cover our laud with straw and 
>low it under, and then during warm weather, 
ly letting the water od, we could rot it and 
cause it to assimi'ate with the soil, as in 
countries where they have plenty of rains 
during the summer season. But without 
these advantages the only alternative avail­ 
able is to pasture and cultivate alternately. 
Indian Bummer. 
Oar spell of Indian Summer has not yet 
commenced, but it is now the time of year 
fer it, if we are going to experience it this 
year. In the Atlantic States this weather 
generally comes soon after the fall equinox, 
and we think the same rule holds good on 
this coast. It is seldom that we have a rain- 
atorm at the time of the fall equinox, but our 
observation is to the effect that when we do 
have such rain here, it is usually followed 
by a long and pleasant term of weather, gen­ 
erally called Indian summer, in which the 
days are warm and hazy and the nights cool, 
but not cold. From present appearances this 
kind of weather is just beginning, and may 
last a montb or more. We have also ob­ 
served that when we have early rains, as we 
have had this season, we are apt to have 
open or dry winters. We know that as a 
rule all signs fail in regard to the weather in 
this State, and that the safest plan for farm­ 
ers is to be ready for whatever weather 
may come. Following this safe plan wa 
should prepare for rsiny weather, which may 
come at any time. There is a great deal of 
grain and hay and straw still exposed to the 
weather, and a great deal of farm work to 
be done before farmers are ready for winter. 
Let this work be looked up and done just as 


t 


rapidly as possible. Let the grain be sold 
and delivered, or if to be kept for better 
prices, let it be stored or covered from the 
weather. Let the Btraw be stacked and topped 
off so as to turn rain, and let all the hay be 
taken care of and all other fall work com­ 
pleted. Aside from the Fecuiity against loss 
which every farmer will experience by pur­ 
suing this course, he will find from it a degree 
of contentment and satisfaction that will 
abnndantly pay him for a little extra exertion 
and expense. When ready for a rainy season, 
be can enjoy any delightful weather that a 
protracted season of Indian summer may 
bring. 
The Crange Trees—Stop Watering Them 
For two winters past we have had unusually 
cold weather in all sections of the State, and 
the semi-tropical fruit trees have suffered con­ 
siderably from the frost. Even in the south­ 
ern counties these trees have not been free 
from freezing, but in the central and northern 
portions of the State, trees that had been 
grown from ths seed, and had never before 
been injured from fro6t, were in some cases 
killed completely, and in most all cases badly 
injured. Perhaps some injury to these trees 
is unavoidable, when the temperature 
is so low aB last winter; but one circum­ 
stance that increases the liability to in­ 
jury is late watering. Orange aud other 
kinds uf tender trees should have plenty 
of time in the fall to perfect and harden 
the newly-grown wood. If an orange tree 
is watered habitually it will continue to grow 
up to the coldest weather, and of course the 
last-grown wood will be green and tender and 
full of sap. Thesa parts will therefore be 
frozen, and the frozen sap will taint the oi ler 
wood in its descent towards the roofs. All 
irrigation of the orange should cease for the 
season in August. If continued later the 
tree will most surely receive injury from the 
cold. We notice that most of the orange 
trees in this city are still being irrigated, and 
are growing as rapidly as at any time during 
the season. The irrigation should be stopped 
at once.

R eform atory Schools in G reat B r it 
ain.—According to a recently published 
Blue Book there were last year in the re­ 
form schools of England and Scotland 
5,927 children, of whom 4,857 were boys 
and 1,070 girls ; and the total expenditure 
was £134,0S0, of which £91,781 was 
paid by the treasury. The number of 
children in industrial schools was 15,133— 
boys, 11,913; girls, 3.223—and the total 
expenditure was £316,175, of which £167,- 
639 was paid by the treasury. Reforma­ 
tory schools have not increased since 1S64 
to auy considerable extent; industrial 
schools, on the contrary, have steadily in­ 
creased, and are still increasing. The In­ 
spector speaks well of the efficiency of the 
schools. The present number of reforma­ 
tory schools is64—52 in England and 12 in 
Scotland ; of certified industrial schools, 
130—96 in England and 34 in Scotland. 
There was a decided decrease in the num­ 
ber of juvenile offenders committed last 
year in England compared with preceding 
years. The total was 5,577, the lowest for 
the twenty years since 1861. Last year 
the number was 6,810; and in 1S69, the 
highest year, the number was 10,314. Of 
the 5,579, 4,780 were boys and 793 girls. 
The number of adults committed during 
the year was 160,6S4. In Scotland, how­ 
ever, there is a slight increase. The juve­ 
nile commitments were 1,18S, compared 
with 1,097 in each of the two preceding 
years. The number of adult commitments 
was 49,575, against 43,878 in 1879.

serve that it made the slightest difference 
with the consumption of claret and cham­ 
pagne, of which they drank floods. Don’t 
tell me about the 12,000,000 of bottles of 
Zoedone drunk in Great Britain last year ! 
I tell yon that England is thirsty for alco­ 
hol, and the meD, women and children con­ 
sume it in enormous quautities, from morn­ 
ing to night, and well into the night. How 
it would make a good Massachusetts Puri­ 
tan who has never traveled stare to see the 
sums which an English family of means 
will spend on its dinner ! And then after 
dinner they trundle off, parsons and all, to 
theaters, where they have paid §2 50 
each for seats at performances which 
began a 
little 
before 9, and are 
over 
before 
11. 
And 
then 
they 
come home to the hotel and have sapper— 
and lots of it. No ices, save now and then 
at dinner ; no iced teas, water or sparkling 
thinnesses, but wines with bodies, and 
liquors with “ spirits ” powerful enough to 
overcome the will of St. Anthony. It 
seemed to me that the dinner was badly 
served, but as the heat quite took away 
my appetite I refused to be guided by my 
impressions on that particular occasion. 
The English imitate, to the outward seem- 
iDg, in these days, the continental fashion 
of fixed dinners at fixed prices, served in 
course, but careful inspection shows that 
the cooks regard the entrees as of no con­ 
sequence whatever, and concentrated all 
their attention on the inevitable roast beef 
or mutton. The fish, even at the grandest 
of these London hotels, is almost always 
detestably served ; soups, divided, for con­ 
venience of the waiters, I suppose, into 
“ thick” and “ clear,” are rarely first-class; 
roasts of game only fair. And in fruit 
London is a century behind Paris.—[Ed­ 
ward King’s Letter in Boston Journal. 
S uccotash. — Succotash is an Indian 
word, which meant, originally, a dish pre­ 
pared by cooking together green corn and 
green beans. The beans were gathered and 
shelled just as the pods were turning to 
ripeD, and before they were dry and hard. 
These were placed in a pot and boiled until 
tender, a little Balt having been added, if 
on hand and desirable. Next a quantity 
of green corn, shaved from the cob, was 
placed in the pot with the beans, and the 
boiling resumed until the corn was cooked, 
which took from fifteen to twenty minutes. 
It made a mess that was by no means 
bad to take. Modern succotash is something 
made on rather a different plan. Take 
ears of green sweet corn ; before too hard, 
shuck aud silk them ; then with a sharp 
knife slice off the ends of the kernels aud 
scrape out the inside ; this do until a suf­ 
ficient quantity is obtained ; then put over 
the fire in a kettle with a very little water 
and boil fifteen or twenty minutes—no 
longer, as too muck cooking hardens the 
kernels and makes them less delicate. It 
must be kept stirred at the laBt, or it will 
stick to the kettle and burn. When done, 
add salt and just a sifting of pepper, with 
a little butter and milk, or, what is better, 
sweet cream, a half teacupful or more, ac­ 
cording to the quantity of corn. This, 
with baked new potatoes and good bread 
and butter, will generally be found to go 
off with a reasonable degree of relish. 
Household Hints. 
G ooseberry Catsu p.—To make goose­ 
berry catsup take ten pounds of gooseber­ 
ries, seven pounds of sugar, three pints of 
vinegar, add cinnamon, cloves and allspice 
to suit the taste, boil slowly for two hours, 
putting the sugar in last and letting it boil 
for a short time only. 
Ca k e Box. —A tin-lined butter tub makes 
a first-rate cake box, or by taking off the 
wood on the outside or putting on a short 
wire handle you will have a very service­ 
able tin pail. This pail is particularly good 
to use on the stove to heat water in, etc. 
A C ella r T a b le.— A strong, good sized 
table is alm ost a necessity in the cellar. 
Jars th a t are too heavy to be lifted on and 
off shelves m ay be set on the table. Many 
cellars are som etim es infested w ith ants 
and other bugs. One w ay to keep them 
from craw ling over the jars is to take the 
tin canE in w hich peaches or tom atoes 
cam e, set the legs of the table in th e cans 
and fill them half full of w ater. 
H om e-m ade C ra c k er s. — Home-made 
crackers are more wholesome for children 
than cookies, and the novelty of having 
them made at home goes a good way 
toward making them eatable. Take three- 
quarters of a cup of butter or lard, one 
pint of sour milk, three teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder. Stir all except the milk 
in with the flour, and when thoroughly 
mixed put the milk in. Be careful not to 
knead them too much, as there is danger 
of their being tough ; roll thin and bake in 
a quick oven. 
SriCED G oo seberries.—Spiced goose­ 
berries are delicious with cold meat, espe­ 
cially with cold fowl. Take six quarts of 
gooseberries (ripe or green), nine pounds of 
sugar, one pint of vinegar. If the vinegar 
is very strong dilute it with water. One 
tablespoonful each of cloves, allspice and 
cinnamon. After looking the berries over 
carefully and picking off the blow, put 
them iu your porcelaiu kettle with a little 
water and part of the sugar, just as little 
as you think will answer. 
Boil for an 
hour and a half. When almost done add 
the rest of the sugar and the spice and 
vinegar. You may put th¡3 into cans while 
hot and seal up, or in jelly tumblers or 
bowls; if in the latter, cut pieces of writ­ 
ing paper the size of the top of the bowl, 
dip in alcohol, to prevent the fruit from 
molding, and so waste much of4it. Then tie 
or paste stout paper over the top. 
A G ood D essert D is h .—A dish which 
is good for dessert and is so easily and 
quickly made that in case of au accident 
happening to the expected dessert, or in 
the event of unexpected company, it may 
be prepared at a moment’s notice : Take 
slices of tread, dip them in well-beaten 
eggs, and fry in butter; serve with a sauce 
made of one cup of sugar, a small lump of 
butter, one egg, and water enough to dis­ 
solve the sugar and make the desired quan­ 
tity of sauce, let it come to a boil, then 
take it off the stove and flavor it with 
sherry. To render this dish a success it 
must be brought to the table hot. This 
sauce is good with cottage pudding, or with 
a delicate pudding made in this way : 
One cup of pulvenzsd sugar, one cup of 
sweet milk, one egg, butter the size of an 
egg, one cup of raisins, two teaspoonsful 
of baking powder, flour enough to make it 
about like cake dough, steam iu a well- 
greased basin or pudding-disb. The pud­ 
ding dish is the better ot the two, as it is 
to steam brown bread in also, the bread 
being more likly to come out in good 
shape, not sticking to the dish as it will 
sometimes to the basin, even when you 
think you have greased it thoroughly. 
N antucket C h o w d er.—First get your 
fish. See to it that it is a codfish, fresh 
caught and weighing about five pounds. If 
possible, see it kick before you purchase it. 
At any rate, don’t buy it unless its eyes 
are bright and its gills a bright red. Have 
it cleaned as for boiling, leaving the head 
on. Take it home. Cut it into five pieces, 
the head forming one ; wash it clean leav­ 
ing the pieces in cold water slightly salted. 
Take three-quarters of a pound of clean, 
fat salt pork. See to it that the pork has 
been corn-led and is pure and sweet. Cut 
this up into fine dice—the finer the better 
—and put it into a pot over a slow fire. 
While it is slowly trying out, cut a moder­ 
ate-sized onion very fine—the finer the 
better. When the pork has become a rich 
brown, which it will be after about 20 min- 1 
utes' trying, turn in the onion, stirring it 


frequently, and after the onion is thoroughly 
cooked, which will take 15 or 20 minutes, 
lay the chunks of fish on it and cover them 
nicely with boiling water. Wet up two 
tablespoonfuls of flour in a half-pint of 
milk, working the floor very smooth, and 
add thereto salt and pepper to taste. When 
the fish has boiled 15 minutes add the 
thickened milk, stirring carefully to avoid 
breaking the ÜBh. Boil five minutes and 
serve with pickles, olives, or celery, or all 
three. This is the only legitimate chow­ 
der. The dish usually served under the 
name, a mixture of potatoes, crackers, etc., 
is more properly a stew or fish fricassee—a 
palatable dish, bnt not chowder. 


RELIGIOUS NOTES. 
The London Spectator says: “ The Bishop 
of Manchester is unfair to the Ritualists. 
He not only permitted the prosecution, and 
therefore brought about the subsequent 
imprisonment of Mr. Green, for the use of 
a ceremonial to which not even three of 
Mr. Green's parishioners conld be found to 
object, but he repeatedly tells us that he 
is almost ‘ losing patience and hops at the 
continuance of this idle controversy about 
matters of ritual.’ A man who knows the 
world as well as Dr. Freser, ought to know 
that human nature, beiDg what it is, the 
heat given ont in contests concerning trivi­ 
alities on the fringe of a great subject is a 
Bign of genuine earnestness thrown into 
that subject, and not of indifference.” 
Apropos of Sunday observance in the 
vacation season, a well-known divine has 
lately written : “ The summer ;s a perfect 
saturnalia, and people drop into a very low 
ebb of living. They spend their Sundays 
at the beach or iu the mountains. It is 
wicked to fish in the pond, but not wicked 
to loaf at a tavern all day long with no 
thought of worship from morning till 
ntght. The thought of consecration is very 
far from these minds, but the superstition 
which palters withholinesB by the wretched 
formality of leaving one innocent recrea­ 
tion unused and tabooing it even for the 
most devout, while allowing and using 
others more absorbing, is a curious and ob­ 
stinate frame of opinion and practice.” 
In spirit the following remarks of the 
American Hebrew may apply to the cases 
of many Christian congregations : “ While 
the having of a choir may be an open ques­ 
tion, and the taking advantage of the 
female voices of the choir may or may not 
be considered an advantage, there is noth­ 
ing but reprobation for that sacrilegions 
dawdling with things divine which congre­ 
gations indulge in when they permit choris­ 
ters of alien faith to voice their prayer and 
praise. If there must be vocal gymnastics 
in the synagogue service, let them be per­ 
formed by Jewish voices, inspired by 
hearts that are touched, and souls that are 
responsive to the words of prayer, hal­ 
lowed by so many tender memories which 
only appeal with true significance to Jew­ 
ish feelings.” 
The An'jlo-Catholic says: “ Unless the 
Puritans were the basest hypocrites their 
shades could not look upon this land with­ 
out a Bhudder. They believed most thor­ 
oughly in the religious education of the 
young. But their descendants do not fol­ 
low in their footsteps. The Puritans taught 
religion ; their sons cry ‘ Down with dog­ 
ma,' and even prohibit Bble reading in the 
schools, or make it a worthless and dan­ 
gerous exercise hy the manner iu which it 
is read. The Church of Rome has always 
opposed these ‘ godless ’ schools. 
Good 
churchmen have taken the same position, 
conventions have passed resolutions in 
favor of chnrch schools ; and even such a 
Romophobist as Bishop Cuxe has pro­ 
nounced in favor ot instructing our own 
children. The Presbyterians and the bet­ 
ter class of Methodists are at last opening 
their eyes to the danger of farther neglect­ 
ing what was formerly considered the most 
essential teaching. We believe that our 
system of morality is better than that of 
any Protestant body. It is our duty, 
therefore, to start schools which shall teach 
our own children so that not one of them 
shall be lost, and educate children of others 
who might otherwise oppose us. If every 
parish had its school, it would not be 
twenty-five years before we should have 
more communicants than any other reli­ 
gious body.” 
- 
“ A Landlord and Farmer” writes to 
the London Times as follows on the subject 
of Sunday harvesting: “ Many country 
congregations who last Sunday, on their 
way to church, paseed acres of cut corn, 
which through the last three wetkB of bad 
weather has been ready for carrying, must 
have thought of the second lesson they 
would hear read in their churches, and 
have wondered why the saying of Jesus, 
‘ the Sabbath was made for man, and not 
man for the Sabbath,’ was not applicable 
to the present time. As the precious hours 
of sunshine—sunshine for which the Arch­ 
bishop had ordered a prayer to be offered 
up in all congregations—pissed by, how 
many in the congregations must have 
thought of the proverb, 1 God helps 
those 
who 
help 
themselves,’ 
aud 
have longed for words of encourage­ 
ment from their clergy, bidding them 
gather in the harvest while it could jet be 
saved. No such words of practical relig­ 
ion came, I fear, front auy pulpit in the 
country ; and the rain, which recommenced 
on Monday, has injured and destroyed 
thousands of quarters of corn which for 
the bitter observance of the Sabbath might 
have been saved. During the present season 
could the fine Sundays that have come be­ 
tween days of rain have been utilized, a 
large portion of our crops would have been 
saved, and the harvest thanksgivings, 
which have become a general institution in 
the Church, would have more of genuine­ 
ness in them than they can have had of 
years. If you, sir, will use your powerful 
iufluenco in teaching that it is no more a 
sin to save the hay and corn crops 
from needless destruction on a Sunday 
than to lift an ass or an ox from a pit they 
may have fallen into, you will confer a 
material and moral benefit on this country. ” 
SETTLING THE WAR. 
In the winter of 1864 Pony Mountain, in 
the Shenandoah valley, was full of game, 
and Federáis and Confederates used to 
shoot squirrels and trap rabbits when off 
picket duty. Care was taken to avoid each 
other, but many collisions occurred and more 
than one poor fellow’s bones are bleaching 
under the dark pines to-day.

A STORY OF DETECTION. 


My employment is that of a carver in 
atone. 
Many years ago, soon after I had 
leirD^d my business, the firm in shose g tn- 
ploy I was undertook the erection of a 
gentleman’s mansion, and I was sent to 
execute the ornamental work. The village, 
near to which the mansion was built, was 
on th e sh o re of an estuary of the Bay of 
M o ro c am b e , not far from a m arket town 
w h o se name I need not give. 
As my work 
would keep me from home several weeks, 
a good lodging was a most desirable thing ; 
but although I tried to get accommodation 
in a private house, I failed, and was forced 
to lodge in the village inn, the “ Lord Ad­ 
m iral.” 
Among those who were in the habit of 
frequenting the aforesaid hostelry was a 
man of singular habits and odd temper. 
His home was about a mile from the vil­ 
lage, on the side of a lane leading to a 
oonple of farms. 
His house, like himself, 
was a queer one. 
Originally it had been 
built for the storage of corn, the produce 
of fields at a distance from the farmstead. 
Somehow it had ceased to be needed for 
th at purpose, so its owner turned it into a 
dwelling-house, and as such it was now 
-occupied by the aforesaid strange man. 
It 
was divided into three apartments on the 
ground floor, one of which—a very large 
one—waa set apart and used as a kind of 
museum, its occupant being a stuffer of 
birds and small quadrupeds. 
When he 
had no'work of this sort for other people, 
ho worked for stock, and this large room 
was his warehouse. 
H e was a man of ill temper and loose 
habits, and for some time had borne a 
dubious character. 
W hen people were 
asked why he was suspected they could 
not give a satisfactory reply. 
“ He lives,” 
they would say, “ without doing work 
equal to his expenditure, which looks bad.” 
As I got to know him I found that he 
had an nuamiable tem per; was morose, sour 
and at times passionate. 
He was also fond 
of display, given to betting, and, like all 
such, led a loose, uneven life, oftener 
loitering about than at work. 
So I did not 
wonder that well-meaning people did not 
like him. 
H e mostly came on wet nights to the 
“ Lord Admiral.” As we became acquaint­ 
ed he invited me to look over his collection 
of birds and quadrupeds. 
I was pleased 
w ith w hat I saw. 
He had, indeed, a good 
collection, and, as well as I could judge, 
had done his work well. He had also made 
a good assortment of butterflies and moths, 
and in a corner, close to the ceiling, had 
w hat he called a butterfly breeding-box, 
which he said belonged to his son, a young 
man of my own age, also given to bird- 
stuffing amusement. 
But I was most taken up w ith two ani­ 
mals which differed from the rest. 
One 
was a beautiful dog, and the other a lusas 
naturas—a lamb with the rudiments of a 
fifth leg, and some other abnormal charac- 
istic which I have forgotten. 
The old man 
said he had stuffed both for their original 
owners, who had somehow failed to take 
them away. 
They were placed in one end 
of the room, one in each corner, away 
from the window, and close to the wall, 
where, except in strong daylight, they 
could not be easily seen. 
The connection 
of these particnkrs with my story will be 
seen in the sequel. 
I had been in the village about six weeks 
when the neighborhood was aroused and 
alarmed one morning by the report of the 
robbery of a jeweler’s shop in the market 
town already referred to, that had been 
effected during the preceding night. Much 
valuable property had been taken. 
This 
robbery had been effected in such a way 
as led to the belief that a gang of practical 
thieves had done it. 
The prevailing ques­ 
tion was, “ Do the robbers live among us, 
or have they come from a distance ?” 
This query was still going from mouth 
to mouth when we were startled, astounded 
indeed, by the report of a second robbery 
of the same premises, and, on the night 
following, by the breaking into and pur­ 
loining of a provision warehouse in our own 
village. 
Were I writing fiction, I would 
not have made the robbers pay so soon a 
second visit to the jeweler’s, as such an act 
would have been deemed preposterous ; 
but I am relating what really occurred, 
and so am forced to say what I have said. 
The jeweler had been eo taken up by 
efforts to find out the thieves and regain 
his first loss, that he had not placed addi­ 
tional guard over what was le it; besides, 
he was sure, he said, that thieves would 
not think of revisiting him for a long time. 
As for the provision dealer, he said in my 
hearing that he had no fear of his place 
being entered, as he believed robbers would 
not care to touch property so bulky and of 
such inferior value as his. 
B ut he reck­ 
oned without his host, for he had loBt a 
fine ham, a large lot of tea, a deal of spices, 
a few boxes of cigars, and, indeed, a por­ 
tion of most of what he dealt in. 
The ex­ 
citem ent and alarm occasioned were great 
and widespread. 
Two batches of detectives—one from 
Lancaster and one from Kendal—came to 
our village to see what they could find out. 
They were not short of questions, I mind, 
but they took care what sort of questions 
they answered. 
It was easy to see that 
one of their aims was to make it appear 
th at they believed the robbers came from a 
distance, in order to put the thieves off 
their guard ; for their own opinion was the 
•opposite of this. 
No event, however serious, can keep 
hold of people’s minds beyond a certain 
tim e ; and these robberies were beginning 
to give place to some other subject, when 
th e next act in the drama began to be 
played. 
It was on Friday afternoon, about 
a month after the robberies. 
The day was 
w et and wild, and as my work was the 
outdoor carving of stones which had been 
placed in position in the rough, I was un­ 
able to go on with it, and so had to return 
to my quarters. 
I had got my dinner, and 
had just called for a pint of ale with my 
pipe, when an elderly, ill-dressed man 
came in, and sitting down on a bench be­ 
side me, said in broad Lancashire accent, 
“ I ’ll sap wi’ tha, if tha doesn’t c a re ;” on 
which he lifted my mug to his lips and 
drank freely. 
I had not gotten over my 
surprise when he, wiping his mouth with 
bis hand, gave me a history of the past day 
or two. 
Tee account was this : He had 
been a gentleman’s gardener near Lancas­ 
ter, over tw euty years; had a capital 
place, but had not had sense enough to 
keep it, for he had gone on the loose for a 
fortnight, which was more than his master 
would put up with, so he was discharged. 
“ This wor day afore yesterday,” he said, 
“ an’ I ’ve drank for vary vexation ever 
.sin,’ trampin’ as I drank ; an’ so here I am 
wi’ a dry math, an’ wi’ out a ’openny i’ my 
pocket. 
Doesta think,” he concluded, 
“ aw con raise a penny or tippence amang 
th ’ company ?” 
I gave him a trille ; others did the same; 
so, having thus “ raised the wind,” he 
called for bread and cheese, and ale, and 
made a good meal. 
During the time the gardener had been 
talking to me, the landlord had been witnin 
hearing. 
So, accosting the old man while 
he was eating his dinner, he said: “ You 
are a gardener, I understand ?” 
“ I am,” was the reply. 


“ W ell,” said the landlord, “ I’ve* gar­ 
den that needs fettling. 
I have not time 
to attend to it myself, and as it is time the 
seed was in, I’ll employ you if you are 
willing. 
I ’ll find you plenty to eat and 
drink ; you can have a bed as w ell; and if 
vou please me, I ’ll not see you leave w ith­ 
out a few shillings in your pocket. 
W hat 
say you ?” 
_ 
’“ I say agreed,” replied the gardener, 
rising to his feet and grasping the land­ 
lord’s band. 
“ I ’ll not begin to mom, 
bowiver ; but I ’ll look rand, an’ get riddy 
or Monday morn’. ” 
This proposal was satisfactory, wherefore 
the gardener was made happy. 
Shortly afterward we had an addition to 
our company by the incoming of the old 
bird-stuffer, whom I shall henceforth call 
the naturalist—as this designation was the 
one that pleased him—his son, the butter- 
fly-breeder, and two other men whom I 
had not yet seen. 
These—the strangers— 
first looked hard at the company ; but the 
naturalist, giving them a significant nod, 
which seemed to say, “ All right,” they 
settled down and called for a glass of rum 
apiece. 
By this time the gardeDer had finished 
his dinner, when ¡putting his arms on the 
■ table, and his head on bis arms, he fell, or 
1 seemed to fall asleep. 
The rain, which 
continued to fall down, compelled me to 
still abide under cover; so, placing my 
chair in a corner, and putting my head 
against the wall, I tried to get a nap also. 
Tne naturalist and his companions were 
now the only persons in the room besides 
the gardener and me. 
I can not tell half nor quarter of what 
was said by firet one and then another of 
the four persons, nor did I understand 
some phrases which they U3ed. 
“ B ruce” 
and " W onder,”j “ flax ” and “ stuffing” 
were words often employed by them. 
I 
recolleeted that “ Bruce” was the name of 
the dog, and “ W onder” that of the lamb 
in the museum before spoken of, and the 
other terms, I judged, referred to the ma­ 
terials with which they were stuffed, but I 
could not eee why they should speak in so 
low a tone as they did when they spoke of 
them. 
Once or twice they referred to a 
bird by some slaDg phrase. 
But after 
events made this clear enough. 
By-and-by the weather took up, when 
the men, draining their glasses, got up and 
went away. 
The moment they were gone 
the gardener roused up, took a memorandum 
book out of his pocket and began to write 
therein. 
He then asked me if I knew who 
the men were, and what was their occupa­ 
tion, and if I had understood any of the 
words they uttered in a low tone of voice. 
I gave him what information I could. 
“ B ut,” I said, “ both they and I believed 
yon were asleep. ” 
“ It is well to go into dreamland at 
times,” he said, and then added, “ Did 
you say that the old man keeps a mu»eum ? 
Have you seen it ? Do you think I could 
get a look at it ?” 
The questions were put one after another 
in quick succession as though he were 
eager and anxions about something. 
I 
said “ Yes ” to each, but I was surprised at 
the good English he now spoke, and at the 
refinement which marked his manners. 
Still I could make nothing of it. 
I pass over the next few days, as they 
brought forth no remarkable incident. The 
gardener had stuck to his contract with the 
landlord, and I had been enabled to get on 
with my work. 
The four men did not 
again visit us, but as I went on with my 
carving I saw first one and then another of 
them pass my place. 
And once I saw 
them all in earnest converse in a retired 
lane. 
After supper one night I took the gar­ 
dener to the barn-like habitation of the old 
naturalist. 
As we went along he a3ked 
me to take particular notice of the dog and 
the lamb, “ for,” said he, “ I was struck 
with the questions one of the men put to 
us as to whether ‘ Bruce ’ and ‘ W onder ’ 
could take in any more cotton or flax.

My friend had got well with his garden­ 
ing. 
His potatoes and onions, his turnips 
and carrots had been gotten in, and it was 
clear that if the next two days Bhould 
prove fine he would finish the job on the 
Saturday night. 
On Friday he came to me in the kitchen, 
in a corner of which 1 was reading, and 
asked me to take a short walk with him. I 
got up and went. 
The night was fine but 
dark. 
W e walked in the direction of the 
museum. 
He asked me if I could keep a 
secret for a day or two. 
Replying in the 
affirmative, he said he had a strong sus­ 
picion that the old naturalist or his son was 
no better than he should be ; that he was 
sure he or they knew more about the late 
robberies than other folks, and th at he be­ 
lieved if he had a few shillings that he 
could call his own, he could come at the 
truth, and concluded by asking me for a 
sovereign for a few days. 
I agreed, for I

We parted and 
came home.

“ I ’m on the track of the thieves, I be­ 
lieve. 
Last night but one, on reaching the 
house, and while looking over the museum, 
the old man said th at his son was rather 
short of money, but having exchanged a 
frame of moths and a few birds for a lot of 
provisions, if I would bnv some of the lat­ 
ter, I might sell them at a profit, or they 
would keep me in edibles for a while and 
the sale wonld relieve his son. 
I agreed to 
buy if I could raise the money. 
Now, I ’m 
not without cash, but it wonld not have 
done to say so, hence I agreed to ask yon 
for a loan. 
W ell, I ’ve got a lot of things 
to-day dirt cheap, which I really beiive 
belong to one of the late robberies. 
I go 
hence to-morrow on the sly, but on Mon­ 
day you may look for my return.” 
Giving ma a playful dig in the side, he 
left me. 
His absence during the day and 
the night after surprised the landlord, but 
I eaid nothing. 
I was all impatience until Monday came. 
It came at last. 
I was busy at my carv­ 
ing, when I heard a well known voice hail 
me from below. 
On looking down from 
my stage, whom should I see in the road 
beneath, smiling all the face over, but my 
old friend the gardener, in a policeman’s 
uniform ’. The truth flashing through me 
in a moment. 
I went down. 
Grasping 
my hand, he said : 
| 
“ The secret’s out, you see ! Come with 
' me and see the upshot.” 
I was abont to witness the denouement I 
I had looked for. 
Up the road were a 
1 couple policemen. 
My old companion was 
the chief, being a sergeant of police. 
He 
led the way to the museum, and was the 
i first to enter. 
i 
“ Good morning, old friend,” he said, 


on encountering the naturalist. 
“ I have 
come to take away a few more parcels of 
your cheap provisions." 
I saw the old gardener was detected in 
the speaker, and th at the game was seen to 
be np. 
The old man’s son rushed to the 
door and scrambled off, only, however, to 
fall into the clutches of one of the officers 
who were on the watch. 
The old man waa 
ntterly helpless and almost beside himself. 
Sinking into the chair he cried o n t: 
" I am not the th ief; the thieves are 
there,” pointing to the door, and meaning, 
I could see, his son and his confederates, 
though they were not present. 
W e went into the museum. 
The first 
thing the old gardener—as I Bhall still call 
him—did was to take hold of “ Bruce,” 
while he desired one of his comrades to lay 
hold of “ W onder.” 
On moving them a 
noise of loose metal was heard. 
A mo­ 
m ent’s examination sufficed to reveal the 
secret. 
In an off side of each animal, in 
the soft part, an orifice had been made by 
cutting the skin in such a way as to enable 
the operator to replace it with a little care. 
A part of the stuffing had been removed, 
leaving a vacancy just like a throstle’s 
nest. 
Tnis was filled with jewelry— 
watches, guards, earrmgs and finger rings. 
A further examination of the museum 
revealed other and 
as singular hiding

The naturalist, who, it came out, had 
long been a receiver of stolen property, and 
his son, whoss first burglaries these were, 
got each five years’ penal servitude; one 
of the other men—who came from a dis­ 
tant town and were old hands—was like­ 
wise convicted and 
punished, but the 
fourth, for some forgotton reason, got off. 
My friend came in for the good reward 
offered in this case, and for the part which 
I had taken in the affair, the jeweler gave 
me a gold pencil-holder, which I treasure 
as a memento.—[Chambers’ Journal.

S cale on P epper.— The Los Angeles 
Express says: “ We had thought, in the 
simplicity of onr judgment, th at the scale 
nuisance, which has proved such a detri­ 
ment to the growth of the orange and other 
trees, would hardly find a healthy diet in 
the juice of the reaper tree, so common in 
this neighborhc d. 
In this we find we are 
mistaken, as we have been shown a stem 
of a pepper tree some three feet long upon 
which there are not fewer than 300 of the3e 
scale pests securely fastened.” 
We had 
noticed and spoken of the same thing in 
this city ; but we hope the scale will not 
be able to make their rent off them. 


M is s is s ip p i G r a in T r a d e .— The grain 
export business of New Orleans is assum­ 
ing vast proportions. A low rate of freight 
by way of the Mississippi river is indncing 
large shipments, and it is thought th at the 
minimum rates have not yet been reached. 
A tow of barges from St. Louis, loaded 
with grain at five cents a bushel, gives now 
a net profit of §15,000 on a single trip, and 
as the return freight pays all the expenses 
of the round trip, it is thought that grain 
coaid be profitably carried down the Mis­ 
sissippi at even three cents a bushel. 


A medical exchange says th at India 
shawls and goods imported 
from that 
country are said to be infected with plague, 
and arc a prolific source of spreading it. 


FOOD AND HEALTH. 


SOME NOTES ABOUT WHAT WE DO EAT 
AND SHOULD NOT EAT, 


Practical Health and Sanitary Suggest­ 
ions—Protection of the Public 
Health—Miscellaneous. 


Grasshoppers feed on vegetable matter, 
and so may be classed as clean food. 
The Pharmacist and Chemist sayB that a 
paper is now made from the palmetto fibre 
that resists soap, and may be washed and 
wrung out like linen. 
The wine crop at Bordeaux is reported 
to be barely 25 per cent, of an average 
year. 
The quality is quite superior. Prices 
now paid there are from 15 to 20 per cent, 
higher than last year. 
The Agricultural Department at W ash­ 
ington has sent a representative to Canada 
to select the beet variety of good winter 
seed wheat. 
He has selected one which is 
called the Findlay variety. 
It has a hard 
grain, yields heavily, and makes excellent 
flour. 
He has secured for seed two hun­ 
dred bushels, and is trying to get four or 
five hundred more. 
The man who desires to forget himself 
is a weak man, a sensitive creature, who 
does not dare to look the world in the face 
as it is, and so surrounds himself with 
false appearances. 
An intoxicated person 
is an irresponsible person, who cannot an­ 
swer for his actions. 
Now, this desire of 
intoxication can be moderated and be 
gradually* abolished by the use of such 
beverages as nature has bestowed upon us 
in her beneficence. 
Joseph Carpenter wants to introduce the 
woodchuck for dinner, and Lieutenant D. 
A. Lyle, in a paper read before a Spring­ 
field science association, praises grasshop­ 
pers as food. 
He says when cooked they 
become pleasant to smell and taste. Fried 
in their own oil, they have a nutty flavor. 
Some residents of St. Louis have tried a 
dinner of these, skillfully prepared, and it 
is considered a desirable addition to the 
bill of fare by some. 
M. Etienne, who has prepared the har­ 
vest reports of Europe and America, states 
that in France wheat is below the average; 
in England it is ten per cent, below the 
average ; in Austria and Hungary the crops 
are good ; in Turkey (the Danubian prov­ 
inces) there is an average crop; in Russia 
wheat is good, and barley excellent; in 
Germany the crops are below the average ; 
and also in Italy, Spain, Belgium and 
Switzerland. 
In the kitchens of Memphis, Tenn., it is 
said that much use is made of cotton seed 
oil in making biscuits and pie crusts. It is 
considered superior to lard. 
Also for fry­ 
ing and for cooking generally, as well as a 
salad oil, it is meeting with approbation. 
Italians are said to import large quantities 
of this oil, which they mix with the olive 
oil, and sell it at high prices. 
It is said 
th at experts cannot appreciate the differ­ 
ence. 
The crab belongs to that dlVi„-.on of the 
shellfish we call crustaceans, on account of 
their hard shell. The class has many mem­ 
bers unknown to us, but is everywhere re­ 
garded as furnishing a luxurious food. 
To 
it belong the lobster, crayfish and crab. 
The crab has less muscular material than 
the lobster, is fuller of flavor and easier 
masticated. 
It is not very easy of diges­ 
tion, and requires an oil, an acid and such 
condiments as pepper and mustard with i t ; 
but scientific men have agreed that the 
crab is a better food than lobster, if not so 
great a luxury, on account of the lobster’s 
rich, luscious meat. 
Altruism, which may be briefly defined 
as regard for the well-being of others, has 
not yet become universal. 
A woman hav­ 
ing charge of a young child suffering with 
the small-pox, has just traveled hence to 
Boston, spreading contagion at the two 
termini, and in the cars. 
Another woman, 
a cigar dealer in Carmine street, is charged 
with having kept open her store while she 
was ill with the same dreadful disease, and 
having infected with it a man and a woman, 
who will probably die. 
These are only 
salient instances of a lack of that great 
principle of altruism which is to regenerate 
society, if society is ever to be regenerated. 
But, in fact, the millennium is so very far 
off that only poets are justified in setting 
forth pictures of it as having a potential 
existence. 
W hen 
the straggle for ex­ 
istence 
is 
not quite 
so sharp 
as it 
is at present, when rich men’s fortunes 
are not made by the constant grinding 
of the faces of the poor, when the recipients 
of charity are not spoiled by the very act 
of receiving it, when people who are 
anxious to be charitable, exercise the ne­ 
cessary wisdom ard discrimination, when 
rivals cease to be anxious to benefit only 
at the expense of one another, then perhaps 
the first shadow of the millenium—if so 
shining an era can cast shadows—will be 
discernible.—[Evening Telegram. 
Many people may have noticed the often 
disgusting odor proceeding from the size 
and’ paste of paper-hanging pervading an 
apartment for some tim e after the paper 
has been newly hung. 
M. Vallin, in the 
Revue d’ Jlyjiene, reports an interesting 
case which has induced him to make some 
inquiries in this matter. 
A lady, who 
from time to time came to town to super­ 
vise the decoration of her house, was three 
times successfully seized with violent sick­ 
ness and headache after sleeping in a 
newly-papered room. M. 5 allin was struck 
with the putrefactive odor which pervaded 
the atmosphere, and, after examining into 
the matter, came to the conclusion that it 
proceeded from the wall. I t was found that 
a horrible putrefactive odor proceeded from 
the size-pot, with which the paper-hanger 
in the next room was continuing to hang 
the wall papers, and th at his size was in a 
state of putrefactive change. 
On making 
further inquiries, various other cases have 
come under his notice in which illness has 
palpably been produced by the use, by 
paper-hangers, of size and paste undergoing 
or speedily entering on septic change, and 
it is extremely desirable th at this should 
be borne in mind, and, if necessary, a little 
oil of cloves, salicylic acid, or some other 
antiseptic agent should be added to the 
material which they use for this purpose, 
or, at any rate, care should be taken to 
avoid these disagreeable consequences of 
carelessness which is only too common. 
W e have a charge and a very serious one 
to bring agains our ordinary soda drinks. 
Do they cool? Now, a soda drink in a 
good druggist's is sold for ten cents, but 
maDy very respectable houses sell at five 
cents ; some charge six cents, and some 
charge eight centB. 
W e ask, w hat syrups 
are use in these drinks ? Are they genuine 
fruit syrups or those made with artificial 
essences? W e believe th at all low-priced 
drinks are made with artificial syrups. 
Do 
they 
cool ? 
Are 
the 
chemical 
ingredients 
of 
such 
a 
nature 
that 
they should 
cool ? 
W e 
believe the 
question 
has 
never 
come 
up ; 
but 
we are sorry t* say, th at our late experi­ 
ments lead us to think th at the coldness 
of the soda water has really the cooling 
effect, and th at a burning sensation re­ 
mains after the first cooling taste is over. 
We know that it is impossible at onr time 
to put down " artificial extracts ” and de­ 
pend upon pure “ fruit juices;” but we 
say that a serious inquiry should be made 
into the fitness of certain ethers and acids 
for cooling drinks. 
These ethers and acids 
may really not be hurtful, but some may 
and do dry the moisture on the tongue, in 
the mouth, and retard the flow of saliva.— 
[Food and Health. 
To feed an invalid, give the distasteful 
food the Bemblance of something that is 
particularly palatable to the patient, and 
your efforts will be rewarded by yonr soon 
beholding him eatiDg w ith an appetite. 
For instance, you are bound to give mince, 
and equally bound not to give pastry. 
Your 
patient, 
however, 
is 
fond 
of 
pastry.

Then, though yonr pa­

crust, the look of the whole thing calls up 


the pleaaureabie feelings associated with 
the vol-au-vent, in lien of the feeling of 
disgust excited by'a dish of mince. On this 
day yon will find th at he enjoys his m eal; 
on another occasion you can surround the 
mince with a wall of mashed potatoes or 
boiled rice. 
Again, yon may send up yonr 
mince in the guise of a “ cottager’s pie. ” 
This, as everyone knows, is just a layer of 
minced meat placed at the bottom of a 
small pie dish, covered with a three-inch 
layerof potatoes, put in the oven and nicely 
browned. 
Yet, again, you may put the 
mince into rissoles, or roll it np inside bat­ 
ter, or, failing all these, can make three- 
cornered sandwiches with it. 
In this last 
case the mince should be of chicken, and, 
instead of buttering both pieces of the 
bread, yon might spread the faintest soup- 
con of potted ham un one of them.

OKRA. 


The more we know of the garden vegeta­ 
ble okra the more we are convinced that it 
has no equal that grows from the soil, tak ­ 
ing everything into consideration. 
No 
garden vegetable grows with so little care 
as okra, and none yields such an abund­ 
ance of nutritious food. 
I t comes into 
bearing early in the season, and from that 
day on till frost, under proper treatm ent, 
it is constantly frniting, regardless of the 
character of the weather as to wet or dry. 
W hen all other vegetables have disap­ 
peared from the garden on account of 
drought okra is still there, giving us our 
daily supply of food for the table as usual. 
The cultivation of okra is exceedingly sim­ 
ple. 
It is a good deal like the cultiva­ 
tion of 
cotton, of which plant it is 
a near relative, botanically. 
Once in 
bearing all th at is necessary is to see to 
it 
th at 
no 
pods 
are 
allowed 
to 
mature and dry up, for this would at once 
stop its bearing. All pods must be removed 
at the proper size for cookiDg, whether 
wanted for the table or not. 
The taste for 
okra may be an acquired one, to some ex­ 
tent, especially on the part of persons who 
have not been raised in the South, though 
we think most people would at once take to 
it with a fair degree of relish in all cases 
where it had been properly prepared. 
There are various ways of cooking it, one 
of the most common being to boil it in salt 
and water until tender, and then drop it 
into hot grease and fry it a few minutes. 
This plan leaves it clear of 
any muci­ 
laginous appearance on the surface, giving 
it a3 inviting an exhibit as a dish of well- 
cooked snap beans.—[W eekly Register,

JAY 
GOULD’S 
OCEAN 
CABLE. 


Jay Gould’8 Atlantic cable has just been 
completed, and he lias puzzled the English 
press and public by opening it with a 
tariff fifty per cent, higher than that of 
the Anglo-American Cable Company. The 
English papers evidently think that he 
has made a mistake, and that he has 
thought it possible to secure sufficient 
business at thess high rates. 
The London 
Daily Telegraph observes that “ If this is 
“ to be the form which competitive tele- 
“ graphy is to assume under the spirited 
“ enterprise of the New York capitalists, 
“ it is probably assumed that the Anglo- 
“ American Company will retain nearly 
“ all the business.” 
The 
New 
York 
Evening Poet, however, evidently does not 
think that Mr. Gould has been caught 
napping. 
It observes: 
“ Here, 
where 
“ people are more familiar with Mr. Gould 
“ than they are in London, there is, we 
“ assure onr English brethren, no con- 
“ fidence in any such radical change in 
41 his economical views as his new rates 
“ would 
seem to indicate. 
In 
fact, 
“ there is a very general belief that he 
“ kcew the stcck of the Anglo-American 
‘‘would rise when he made his announce- 
“ ir.ent. and that, although it is the stock 
“ of a rival company, he caused it to rise, 
“ and is none the worse off for its having 
“ risen. 
Moreover, it is also people’s be­ 
" lief that when it has risen as high as it 
•“ is going to rise, or, in other words, when 
“ Englishmen hold as much of it as he 
“■thinks good for them, he will recur to 
“ the old, time-honored plan of undersell- 
“ inghis com petitors; that Í3, instead of 
“ asking the public for fifty percent, above 
“ their prices, he will offer his telegraphy 
“ for fifty per cent, less than they can get 
“ the same thing for elsewhere.” 
This 
view of Mr. Gould’s policy is certainly 
much more in accord with w hat is known 
of his methods than that which the English 
papers appear to be taking. 
The idea that 
he has opened a new ocean cable for the 
benevolent purpose of throwing all the 
business into the hands of a rival corpora­ 
tion is one which could only have occurred 
to persons wholly unacquainted with his 
business idiosyncrasies. 
And if these per­ 
sons knew somewhat more of Mr. Gould 
they might not think the stock of the 
.Anglo-American quite so eligible an invest- 
.‘incut as thf y now seem to. 


Professor Huxley, in a recent address at 
the International Medical Congress, said : 
“ Thanks to the intim ate alliance of mor- 
“ phology with medicine, the 
natural 
“ history of disease has, at the present 
“ day, attained a high degree of perfec- 
“ tiou. 
Accurate regional anatomy has 
“ rendered practicable the exploration of 
“ the most hidden parts of the organism, 
“ and the determination during life of 
“ morbid changes in them ; anatomical 
“ and histological post mortem investiga- 
“ tions have supplied physicians with a 
“ sure basis upon which to rest the class- 
“ itication of diseases, and with unerring 
“ tests of the accuracy or inaccuracy of 
“ their diagnoses.” 
This has a very en­ 
couraging sound. 
In fact it might be 
gathered from it that medical science had 
made very great progress of late years, and 
that if only physicians are acquainted 
with the entire revelations of science they 
can hardly fail in their contests with dis­ 
ease. 
Y et though Professor Huxley ap­ 
pears to be so sanguine, there are grave 
reasons 
for questioning the soundness 
of his conclusions. 
In the first place 
tbe bills of 
mortality, those 
uoerring 
gauges of the progress of medical science, 
show no such falling off as to create the 
belief th at the struggle against disease has 
beds rendered less unequal than in the 
past. 
In 
the second place, 
striking 
demonstrations occur from time to time of 
the uncertainty and fallibility of the most 
advanced science. 
Take for example the 
case of President Garfield. 
W hat did 
“ accurate regional anatom y” do for him? 
I t certainly did not “ render practicable 
“ the explanation of the most hidden parts 
“ of the organism,” nor did it reveal the 
character of the morbid changes going on 
in those parts. N either did any knowledge 
derived from previous post mortem examin­ 
ations help the surgeons to an understand­ 
ing of the case, or supply them with 
“ unerring testa” of the “ accuracy, or in­ 
a c c u ra c y of their diagnoses.” 
We know 
now th at tbeir diagnoses throughout were 
entirely and even phenomenally wrong. 
We know, iu fact, that modern surgical 
and medical science failed as utterly to 
afford any relief in this case as mediiuval 
surgery might have doue. 
There are no 
more skillful and thoroughly educated sur­ 
geons in the world than Drs. Agnew and 
Hamilton ; yet it must be said in all can­ 
dor that their methods and treatm ent were 
as useless in this case as would have been 
the Japanese practice of acupuncture, or 
the “ sympathetic ” cure of the dark ages, 
when it was thought proper to apply the 
medicament to the weapon which had 
caused the wound instead of to the wound 
itself. 
In fact it is not too much to say that 
Sir Kenelm Digby’s sympathetic powder 
would have done quite as much for Presi­ 
dent Garfield as did the ripe knowledge 
and full experience of these veteran sur­ 
geons. 
And it must be observed that it 
was not alone in regional anatomy that 
their failures occurred, but th at the symp­ 
toms of the patient were on several occa­ 
sions entirely misconstrued, showing that 
the “ unerring tests ” spoken of by Pro­ 
fessor Huxley do not in fact exist. 
The 
Japanese physician thrusts steel needles 
into various parts of the anatomy, accord­ 
ing to a traditional system. 
He generally 
manages to avoid vital organs, and those 
who believe in hi3 practice experience 
benefit from 
it. 
Crude and barbarous 
as this mode 
of treatm ent 
is, 
how­ 
ever, 
it 
is 
really 
very 
little less 
blind and 
haphazard 
than 
that ap­ 
plied to President Garfield. 
For nearly 
eighty days the most skillful physicians in 
the country were treating an alleged pus 
channel as the wound, and leaving the 
real wound alone. 
They assert now that 
even if they had known where the wound 
was they could not have done anything 
with it. 
There is an evident disposition 
among the members of the profession to 
concur in this opinion, hut the interest of 
self-preservation may have something to do 
with this indorsement. 
We for our part 
do not believe that if the surgeons had 
ascertained the real course of the ball at 
first, they would have declared the case 
hopeless. 
We teiieve, on the contrary, 
th at they would have been mueh better 
prepared to deal with the case had they 
possessed that knowledge. 
Aud we do not 
think it at all certain that in that case 
death would have been inevitable. 
But the ease of the late President shows 
in a very striking way how slow is the 
progress of medical science. 
It may be 
that this science has limits which can never 
be overpasecd ; that it will always be neces­ 
sary to grope in dealing with morbid action 
in internal organs ; and that it will never 
he possible to judge with complete accu­ 
racy from external indications. 
In fact it 
may be th at the allegory of the blind man 
with the club will always be applicable to 
the practice of medicine. 
But if this is bo 
it is obvious that there ought to be less 
boasting about the progress of the science. 
The Garfield case was of necessity a test 
one. 
There was every reason for the full 
application of all the appliances of the 
most advanced science, and there was s 
multitude of counselors. 
Y et every one of 
them was equally at fault, and when death 
occurred it became manifest that they had 
all mistaken the nature of the wound. 
Even if it were undeniable that death was 
inevitable here, it is apparent that the 
wound might easily have been curable, 
and that yet the surgeons might have 
mistaken it in the same way, and with 
fatal results. 
In short there is no possi­ 
bility of evading the conclusion that med­ 
ical science has after all made but very 
small advances, and th at it is still as liable 
to capital errors as it was three hundred 
years ago.

MYSTERIOUS 
CASE. 


Considerable comment has been elicited 
by the singularly hasty action of the Gov­ 
ernment in surrendering the Italian llan- 
dazzo to the Italian Government. 
This 
man wa3 accused of being a notorious 
Italian brigand. 
He, however, declared 
that he had lived for several years in New 
Orleans, where he could bring many w it­ 
nesses to speak to his identity. 
The case 
was heard before a United States Commis­ 
sioner, and he appears to have formed his 
decision upon a photograph which the 
Italian authorities produced, and which 
represented a man closely resembling the 
accused. The U tter had asked to be taken 
to New Orleans, so th at he could bring 
forward his witnesses, but this was refused 
him, and in the absence of the Secretary 
of State his drpntv surrendered the man to 
the I'C 
• 
... 
A 
the caae stands no 


satisfactory identification has been had. 
The accused has in fact been denied what 
ought to have been conceded to him as a 
right, and he has been surrendered to the 
foreign Government claiming him with 
absolutely indecent haste. 
The refusal 
to afford him an opportunity to bring 
forward his witnesses was nothing less than 
shamefnL 
The Commissioner, if he knew 
anything, should have known th at identifi. 
cation by a photograph is altogether unsafe 
and illusive. 
The books contain numbers 
of instances, moreover, of cases in which 
the most astonishing mistakes in identity 
have occurred, and therefore any question 
of this kind calls for the moBt patient 
and thorough scrutiny. 
The fact plainly 
is that the question w hether this man 
ought to be surrendered was not determined 
at all. 
Nor is the m atter free from still 
graver suspicion. 
Thus the New York 
Evening Post observes of it : “ I t must be 
“ said that the numerous scandals con­ 
n e c te d with the extradition of criminals in 
“ this country of late years has produced 
“ a somewhat general suspicion and distrust 
“ with regard to it” (the present case). 
“ In every case there are a large number of 
“ persons, not only lawyers, but detectives 
“ and Government officials also, who have 
“ a heavy pecuniary stake in the surrender 
“ of the prisoner; and this tact shows, 
“ particularly 
in a 
case 
of disputed 
“ identity, that every reasonable delay for 
“ the purpose of making out his defense 
“ should be afforded him. 
The haste and 
“ secresy with which llandazzo, or Re- 
“ bello, has been shipped to Italy, will in­ 
e v ita b ly cause a suspicion th at there was 
“ something wrong about the Government’s 
“ case.” 
But whatever wrong may have 
been done, there appears to be no redresB 
for it, and this makes the m atter more ag­ 
gravating. 
An extradited prisoner once 
surrendered, there is no reclaiming him, 
and an injustice done at this stage of the 
proceedings is therefore irreparable. 
In 
this case it is impossible to avoid the sus­ 
picion th at advantage was taken of the ab­ 
sence of Secretary Blaine in order to secure 
a mandate for the surrender of the man, 
which could not have been obtained in 
such a way had the Secretary been at his 
post.

FRENCH 
TRAP. 


Africa has proved a trap to France, and 
though she went into the expedition with 
enthusiasm, she has already seen cause to 
wish herself well out of the business, 
The subjugation of Tunis was to have 
been a holiday affair, and in fact a mere 
excuse for showing off the new army ar­ 
rangements. 
But already it has made such 
demands upon the military department 
th at the Minister of A ar has found it 
necessary to issue orders for filling up the 
depot battalions and calling in all the fur­ 
loughs. 
This has made the people in the 
rural districts understand th at it is a real 
war the country is engaged in, and as they 
never bargained for anything of that kind, 
they are very much annoyed. 
The French 
Cabinet is also greatly embarrassed and 
perplexed. 
Being in, it feels that it must 
go through, but it is already a question 
whether this African war will not end in 
so weakening the army that it will be 
unfit to guard the country at home. Sixty 
thousand men have already been dispatched 
to Africa, and still the demand is for more 
troops. 
And the sixty thousand have been 
unable to make any impression upon the 
enemy. 
The Arabs cannot be caught. 
They descend suddenly and strike quick 
and often sharp blows, hut before the 
French can retaliate they are off to the 
desert again, and it is impossible to follow 
them there. 
And the fierceness of the 
contest is enormously increased by the 
addition to it of religious hatred. 
The 
Moslems have raised the banner of a holy 
war, and the invitation to join it is being 
responded to throughout the coast coun­ 
tries, 
The desperate character of the 
fighting being done by the Arabs has sel­ 
dom been surpassed, and the French are 
compelled to purchase every advance very 
dearly. 
As time passes their enemies 
grow in numbers, and new tribes are con­ 
stantly being brought forward. 
The Arabs 
have no difficulty in procuring arms and 
ammunition, 
aud 
they 
are 
plainly 
determined 
to 
keep 
up 
the 
contest 
to 
the 
hitter 
end. 
A t 
the 
same 
time a revolution in Algeria is among the 
most 
probable 
of events, 
while 
the 
situation in Egypt is such as to call 
for French action at th at point unless 
the influence of the Republic there is to 
be abandoned. 
The African campaign does 
not appear to approach a termination 
either. 
It is impossible to perceive what 
advantage the French have gained since 
the capture of Sfax, and even th at cost 
them heavily. 
They are compelled to fight 
an intangible foe, who knows the country 
thoroughly. 
They have also to contend 
with a most exhausting climate, and they 
cannot move without being embarrassed 
by the difficulty of procuring sufficient 
water. 
Altogether they are in a particu­ 
larly bad strait, and what must add greatly 
to the difficulties of the case is the cer­ 
tainty that Bismarck is laughing consum- 
edly over the simplicity which led the 
French into such a trap, and the vanity 
which has blinded them to the fact that they 
we 13 playing Germany’s game iu going to 
Africa for cheap glory. 


AN 
INHOSPITABLE 
PORT. 


The treatm ent of sailors in San Fran­ 
cisco has always been abominable, but the 
climax of inhumanity appears to have been 
reached in the case of the survivors of the 
ship Alice Buck, which was wrecked the 
other day off the San Mateo coast. These 
poor fellows, after having been buffeted for 
hours by the waves, were rescued in a piti­ 
ful condition. 
They had saved none of 
their effects. 
The clothes they had on 
were torn to rags. 
And they were bruised 
and sore from their long struggle. 
But on 
reaching San Francisco they discovered 
th at unless they were absolutely incapable 
there was no shelter or relief for them- 
The consignees of the wrecked vessel re­ 
fused to do anything for them, on the 
gtound that the ship’s papers were lost, 
and they did not know what was due the 
crew. 
The United States Shipping Com­ 
missioner professed himself powerless to help 
them; and the only persons who took any in­ 
terest in them were the crimps and kidnap­ 
ing land-pirates on the water front, who 
hoped to make a prize of the destitute men, 
and.secure their advance wages for another 
voyage, after the usual fashion. 
In fact 
these poor fellows conld hardly have fallen 
upon worse treatm ent 
had they 
been 
wrecked among savages, and there are 
many savages who would have behaved a 


thousandfold morejhumanely to them than 
the supposititious Christians and civilized 
beings upon whose mercy they have been 
thrown. 
The destiny in store for these 
miserable creatures appears to be abandon­ 
ment to the sailor boarding-house rogues, 
who will thrust them absard some other 
ship before they have recovered from their 
bruises, and will steal their wages in ad­ 
vance. 
They have six months' wages due 
them, but already they have been coolly in­ 
formed by the United States Commissioner 
that they had better not try to obtain 
what is owing to them, since it will cost 
it all to secure payment. 
In fact it is 
plain that there is no consideration any­ 
where for the shipwrecked men, and that 
nobody pities the hard fate to which they 
seem doomed. 
I t is no wonder th at San 
Francisco is one of the worst places in the 
world to obtain sailors in, and if they un­ 
derstood their own interests they would 
refuse ever to ship for so inhospitable a 
port. 
They have no political influence, 
however, and so they cannot obtain decent 
treatm ent in any quarter, and even the 
representative of the National Government 
thinks it perfectly safe to snub aud ride 
roughshod over them. 


BLAINE 
AND 
THE 
CABINET. 


W e suppose there can be no doubt of the 
fact that Mr. Blaine will resign his posi­ 
tion at the earliest possible moment. 
In 
his case it is not a m atter of mere specu­ 
lation or conjecture. 
His relations with 
President 
ArLhnr 
may 
be sufficiently 
cordial, but his relations with the most 
intimate and influential friends of Presi­ 
dent A rthur are so unfriendly th at the 
President would have to choose between 
them and Mr. Blaine, and as a m atter of 
course the latter would never force him 
into so disagreeable a predicament. 
In 
fact the situation is manifestly of a kind 
to compel the speedy resignation of the 
present Secretary of State, and no doubt 
he fully realizes this, and has prepared for 
it. 
There is good reason to believe that 
Mr. Blaine anticipated 
the 
death 
of 
President Garfield long before 
the at­ 
tendant 
physicians 
gave 
him 
up. 
A perusal of his dispatches to Lowell will 
show that he never entertained any strong 
hope of the President’s recovery, and at 
one time he was blamed somewhat by a 
portion of the press for sending such gloomy 
accounts cf the patient. 
But no man 
had more powerful reasons for ascertaining 
and facing the tru th in thia regard, since 
no man’s political future was more entirely 
dependent upon the life of the President. 
Ju st before the assassination he had con­ 
cluded a loug and intensely bitter fight 
with the very men who, in case the Presi­ 
dent died, would succeed to power in the 
Government. 
He had burned his ships 
and committed himself beyond recall to 
the Garfield policy. 
Nor was this all. 
In 
Conkling he knew he had a foe whose 
hostility was unappeasable. 
They had 
been rivals and enemies for years. Conkling 
and he had quarreled in Congress. 
He 
had ridiculed the Senator from New York, 
and in return the latter had twice defeated 
his Presidential aspirations. 
A t Chicago 
last year Blaine, finding his own prospects 
hopeless, turned the tables on his enemy 
by defeating Grant and nominating Gar­ 
field. 
Upon the latter, thenceforth, all his 
prospects hinged, and the death of the 
President wa3 necessarily a fatal blow to 
his programme. 
Nothing remains for him, 
under the circumstances, but to retire. 
Destiny has been too strong for him, and 
after all these years of public contention 
and skillful maneuver, ho finds that the 
bullet of an assassin has virtually put an 
end to a career which was just beginning 
to prosper. 
Nor can the fact th at Mr. 
Conkling lias thus far kept in the back­ 
ground have any hopeful significance for 
Blaine. 
He knows that it is only a ques­ 
tion of time for the intim ate relations be­ 
tween the President and the late Sen­ 
ator 
to 
be 
revived, 
and 
th at 
his 
position in the Cabinet is therefore an 
untenable one. Blaine is still a measurably 
young man, and many years of activity 
may be before him. 
But the presumption 
is that his opportunity has passed, and 
that though he may possibly secure his 
return to the Senate, if he desires th at po­ 
sition, he will never again occupy a promi­ 
nent place in the candidature for those 
higher honors which he has sought so long 
and so vainly. 
And it must he with some 
bitterness in his heart th at he prepares to 
resign a post which he attained with so 
much difficulty, and not impossibly to 
make a vacancy for the very foe he so 
lately 
trium phed 
over. 
Truly 
“ the 
“ whirligig of 
Time 
brings 
about its 
“ revenges” in a very startling and u n ­ 
expected way. 


PENNSYLVANIA 
POLITICS. 


Just before the death of President Gar­ 
field there arose in Pennsylvania a cloud 
no larger than a man’s hand, but which 
neverthel"ss looked as if it might in no 
long time cover the whole firmament. The 
“ stalw art” Republicans of that State, 
under the direction of the clan Cameron, 
had seized the party machinery and mo­ 
nopolized it. 
To such an extent was the 
practice of ostracism carried that none 
who had taken any part in the Chicago 
Convention against the Grant faction were 
perm itted to enter the State Nominating 
Convention. 
It was, in fact, a close 
corporation arrangement, bearing the brand 
of the Grant-Cameron 
clique all over. 
The Republican press of 
Pennsylvania 
protested against the movement as likqly 
to produce a schism in the party, but 
when the Grant-Cameron faction had cap­ 
tured the Convention, and made the nomi­ 
nations, still rigorously excluding every 
man who had been against Grant at Chi­ 
cago, this same press accepted the situa­ 
tion, on the ground th at it was better to 
submit to machine rule than to turn the 
State over to the Democrats. A t this junc­ 
ture Mr. Charles Wolfe, a politician of some 
note locally, and formerly a member of the 
Legislature, announced 
himself as 
an 
Indepen dent candi date forTreasurer, which 
is the principal office to be filled thia year. 
Mr. Wolfe represents the anti-Grant, or 
perhaps we should rather say, the pro- 
Garfield element, and it will be interesting 
to see how his candidature operates. 
The 
majority of the Republican papers have 
thrown cold water upon him, saying that 
he can only split the party and let in the 
Democrats. 
A few journals, however, 
are hold enough to suggest that this is an 
off year in politics, and th at therefore it 
might be a good time to give the “ bosses” 
a lesson. 
No doubt the death of President 
Garfield will have a depressing influence 
upon his friends in Pennsylvania, and will 


correspondingly embolden the Grant-Cam­ 
eron faction. 
B at if the Garfield Republi­ 
cans are sincere and determined there is 
little doubt of their ability to give the 
“ bosses” a lesson, and it remains to be 
seen whether they will make the attempt. 
From this fight the country may also derive 
some valuable indications as to the proba­ 
ble tendencies of the new Administration. 


AN 
IMPOSTOR 
ON 
HIS 
TRAVELS. 


The man who has been attem pting to 
persuade those who will listen to him that 
he is Sir Roger Tichbome, is reported to 
have gone East for the purpose of com­ 
mencing proceedings to recover the Tich- 
borne estate. 
There can he no doubt in 
the mind of anyone familiar with the Tich- 
borne trial that this man Ferris is an arrant 
impostor. 
It has already been made evi­ 
dent that he had not even studied the facts 
as developed at the two trials, for h¡3 story 
as w ritten by himself is in many parts u t­ 
terly inconsistent with circumstances which 
were fully established at that time. 
As 
for the pretended recognition of him by 
Jules Berraut, we have no hesitation in 
declaring that to have been a barefaced 
fraud. 
Whoever personated Berraut was 
evidently ignorant of what the real Berraut 
had testified to, and in fact does not appear 
to have known that the real Berraut ever 
testified at all. 
The New York letter was 
obviously w ritten for the sole purpose of 
bolstering up the cock-and-bull story in­ 
vented by Ferris. It was founded upon his 
previous narrative, and was as completely 
a piece of fiction. 
This latest claimant 
has had many opportunities which were 
denied to A rthur Orton, but for all that he 
has failed to profit by them. 
Had he mas­ 
tered the reports of the trials he would 
have escaped a whole catalogue of damn­ 
ing slips aud blunders which he has com­ 
mitted, and which bespeak the falsity of 
his pretensions in the most unmistakable 
manner. 
It is possible th at he may find 
some adventurous aod not over scrupulous 
attorney to take up his case and put it in 
train, but it may be regarded as a foregone 
conclusion that he will utterly fail to ob­ 
tain for himself any kind of a standing in 
the English Courts, and th at he will be 
fortunate, should he make a serious claim, 
if he escapes the fate of his predecessor, 
A rthur Orton. 
The real Sir Roger Tich- 
borne was drowned in 1854, beyond a ra­ 
tional doubt, and it is time the raids upon 
his estate were relinquished. 


NSW 
COLUMBIA. 


The commander of the revenue cutter 
Corwin has added a new territory to the 
area of the United States, by taking formal 
possession of the arctic terra incognita hith­ 
erto spoken of as W rangel Land. 
A corre­ 
spondent of a San Francisco paper who was 
on board theCorwinspeaks of thisnew acqui­ 
sition quite enthusiastically, declaring that 
it contains valuable gold and coal mines, 
fertile lands, and many desirable things. 
But as the explorations of the Corwin do 
not appear to have extended more than a 
few hundred yards from the sea coast, it 
is open to doubt whether the resources of 
Wrangel Land are really quite understood. 
That it will ever be a remunerative in­ 
vestment is moreover extremely improbable. 
It is indeed alleged that while the Corwin 
was there the tem perature never fell below 
forty-six degrees of Fahrenheit, but it 
seems th at the cutter had great difficulty 
in approaching the coast because of the ice 
that 
skirted 
it 
thickly, 
and 
as the 
fa vn a 
of 
the 
new 
territory 
appear 
to consist almost entirely of Polar bears, 
the prospect is not altogether exhilarating 
from the colonization standpoint. 
The 
efforts thus far made to people Alaska have 
not been very successful. 
Countries in 
which everything is frozen up during from 
six to nine months in the year may be rich 
in mineral and other resources, but it is 
likely to be a long time before they are 
developed. 
W rangel Land, or New Co­ 
lumbia, as it has been rechristened, is 
probably several degrees more inhospitable 
than Alaska, and we do not suppose that 
there will he any rush to locate quarter- 
sections and town lots there. 
Indeed, but 
for the honor of the thing. Uncle Sam 
would probably be just as well off without 
the new territory, and perhaps the only 
encouraging reflection in the premises is 
th at no other power is likely to contest 
the possession of it with us. 


'U s t L E S S ‘STATISTICS. 


Some of our cotemporaries have been 
amusing 
themselves 
by 
making esti­ 
mates of the amount of money expended 
for funeral trappings and drapings in the 
entire country on the occasion of the Pres­ 
ident’s funeral. 
Taking the expenditure 
of San Francisco as a basis, and putting 
th at expenditure at probably three times 
the actual outlay, our ingenious contempo­ 
raries persuade themselves th at not less 
than 830,000,000 were spent in the whole 
United States. 
These figures ought to 
have shown their own absurdity, but they 
did not. 
W e should be very much sur­ 
prised if one-sixth of the sum estimated 
was spent in black and white calicos in the 
whole country. 
But whether it was spent 
or not makes no difference. 
W hatever 
capital was so invested was well invested, 
since it was the properest and best thing 
to he done under the circumstances. 
No 
one has been impoverished by the outlay, 
and nothing would have been saved by 
not making it. 
The 
self-respect 
and 
the inward life of a nation are worth a 
great deal more than the utmost that could 
have been spent in these manifestations of 
honor and affection to our dead ruler. The 
kind of arithmetic that is employed to 
show the public th at they could have done 
much better had they given half the money 
to the heathen, or to orphan asylums, or 
expended it in flour' or cord-wood for the 
winter, is sordid, stupid, mean and fallaci­ 
ous, and deserves only contempt and ridi­ 
cule. 
Every cent of the money spent in 
celebrating this occasion was well spent. 
Parsimony a t such times is not only a dis­ 
grace to the people, but it is an example 
that 
produces 
pernicious and debasing 
results. 


NEW 
YORK 
POLITICS. 


Republican politics in New York are 
confused. 
A fierce struggle is proceeding 
between the Garfield and Conkling Repub­ 
licans, though the latter have thns far ex­ 
hibited far less vitality and energy than 
might have been expected from them in 
view of the sudden improvement in the 
previously declining 
fortunes 
of their 
leader. 
Probably the reflection that Conk­ 
ling is excluded from the Senate for four 
years certainly, has something to do with 
the lukewarmness of his followers. 
They 


know th at the patronage will be ont of hia 
hands for so long, even if he should obtain 
a position in the Cabinet, and they know 
th at W arner and Miller will possess that 
patronage. 
This is not a m atter of con­ 
jecture, and it must affect politics consider­ 
ably. In fact we see that Conkling has re­ 
ceived so many rebuffs that it is doubtful 
whether he can go to the Convention unless 
he accepts a proxy. 
There is a disposition 
on the part of his friends to bolt where 
they are outnumbered. 
This maneuver has 
indeed become the regular Conkling policy. 
It was pursued at Albany, and it is now 
carried into the State campaign. 
The 
presumption íb that it will have no other 
effect than to split tbe party wide open. 
Conkling however has quite as much to 
lose from such an outcome as his antago­ 
nists. 
I t cannot help him to give the 
State to the Democrats, but it will inten­ 
sify the feeling against him, and will bring 
into sharper prominence the fact of his 
treason to the party ; a treason which has 
already thrown the Presidential succession 
into the bands of the Democrats, and 
which threatens still greater injuries. 


A 
CRITICAL 
JUNCTURE. 


W hile it may be that in practice there is 
nothing to apprehend, it must he conceded 
that in theory the Government of the 
United States was never so near a total 
breakdown as it is at this moment. 
There 
is in fact literally but one life between the 
country and a condition of things for deal­ 
ing with which no constitutional provision 
exists, and which could only be dealt with 
by going outside of the Constitution. 
For 
whereas the Constitution provides th at in 
the event of the death of the President 
the Vice-President shall take his place, 
and th at in the event of the death of the 
Vice-President 
the 
presiding officer of 
the Senate or the Speaker of the House 
shall succeed to the Presidency, it hap­ 
pens 
that 
at 
this 
moment 
there 
is 
neither 
a 
Vice-President, 
a 
presiding 
officer of the Senate, or a Speaker of the 
House. 
It is true that the Senate has been 
called together to select a presiding officer, 
but if before it had convened President 
A rthur should die there would he for the 
time being no successor to him available, and 
the country would be without a head. 
The danger of such a situation is perhaps 
problematical at this time, but it is easy 
to perceive that when it is possible to bring 
about such a hiatus in the Government, 
it may at any moment become a Bource of 
real mischief, and 
therefore 
provision 
ought to be made for the enforcement of 
the duty laid upon the Senate and the 
House, of keeping up the Vice-Pre3idency 
and Speakership without any interregnum.

This new craze has already enlisted the 
support of several otherwúé intelligent 
men, who are making specious but al­ 
together misleading arguments in favor of 
it. 
One of these consists in the assertion 
that England is going down hill because 
her imports largely exceed her exports. 
The truth is that England is the creditor 
of the world. 
She has capital invested 
everywhere. 
And the excess of imports 
over exports really represents the returns 
upon her foreign investments, and proves 
her 
prosperity instead 
of her decline. 
The so-called “ Fair traders ” propose to 
put a tax of five shillings the quarter upon 
foreign wheat, in order, as they say, to re­ 
store the prosperity of the British farmer. 
They propose, that is, to tax tne loaf of 
the 
workingman 
in order 
to 
holster 
up the farmers, who have succumbed to 
natural and insurmountable competitior 
I t 
is 
not 
to 
be 
supposed 
that 
the 
commons 
of 
England 
will 
subm it to this outrage.! But it will direct 
attention to real evils. 
It will cause the 
English people to perceive more clearly than 
ever how primogeniture and entail have 
handicapped agriculture, and how hopeless 
it is to expect any amelioration of the present 
condition of that industry so long as these 
legacies of feudalism survive. Free trade in 
land will be the next great watch-word in 
English politics, in short, and while the 
iniquitcus 
and 
imbecile 
attem pt 
to 
restore the corn laws will fail signally, 
the last bulwarks of class domination in 
England will in all, probability be swept 
away in the contest which is being inaugu­ 
rated so blindly by those who have every­ 
thing to lose in it.

letters patent for the orders of Christ of 
Portugal, Isabella the Catholic of Spain, 
St. Maurice and St. Lazarus of Italy, and 
the Savior of Greece. 
These were the or­ 
ders of which he sold most, but he seems 
to have acquired the power of obtaining a 
good many others ; and the letters patent 
which he retailed were always genuine. 
By w hat influence he managed to do this 
has not been made public, for M. Wahl 
took to flight and allowed himself to be 
sentenced in contumaciam.

SUPREME COURT DECISIONS. 
In the case of A. W. Bishop vs. the Coun­ 
cil of the City of Oakland, on appeal, the 
Supreme Court to-day decided that in all 
cities of over 10,000 inhabitants the author­ 
ities must provide Justices of the Peace with 
suitable offices in which to hold their Courts. 
In the case of Charles C. Jencks against the 
same defendant, the Court passed upon the 
same point, and also decided that the Justice 
is entitled to be paid a pro rata each mouth 
of his yearly salary of $2,000.

The account recsntly published of the 
wreck of the Alice Buck at Spauiahtown 
having called the attention of the Board of 
Trade and Chamber of Commerce to the 
heroic deeds of life-saviDg performed by 
the farmer boys—H ovíoub and Hale—at the 
scene of the wreck, thoBe institutions pro­ 
pose to take some means to signify to the 
boys an appreciatioa of their conduct. 
It is 
probable that solid gold medals, the size of a 
S20 gold piece, will be suitably engraved and 
presented to the brave young men. 


THE GARFIELD MONUMENT. 
The Garfield Monument Committee met 
to-night and appointed a sub-committee to 
draft a plan of organization. 


CARIO OF C >AL ON FIRB. 
The British ship Cattlocb, with coal from 
Dundee, recently arrived, was found to be on 
fire below, to-day. 
The fire-boat turned sev­ 
eral streams into the hold, and it is believed 
the fire is now under control. The amount 
of damage is as yet unknown. 


MISCELLANEOUS, 
The expenses of the Garfield obsequies in 
San Francisco were about $5,500. 
A large number of shad have been caught 
lately in the hay, but still they sell for forty 
cents a pound. 
The 25-cent contributions to the Garfield 
National Monument already paid into the 
hands of H. Clay Miller. Cashier of the Cus­ 
tom House, amount to $80. 
Tha ship Oriental has arrived in port from 
Hull, England, and reports that a seamen 
named William Harvey fell overboard in the 
English Channel and was drowned. 
At the beginning of the month it was con­ 
fidently expected that sixty caig ea of wheat 
would be cleared from California in Septem­ 
ber. The record for twenty-r.ine days of the 
mouth show forty five cargoes of wheat, in­ 
cluding two from Wilmington, and one cargo 
of flour.

The steamer California has sailed for Sitka. 
Among the passengers were 
Commander 
Glass and Ensign Wo .dworth, of the United 
States Navy. Commander Glass goes to take 
charge of the United Stages ship Wachusett, 
in Alaskan waters, and Ensign Woodworth 
was, at his own request, assigned to duty on 
the same ship. 
He applied for service on the 
Rogers, but his application, which was made 
at Sitka, was not received by the Navy De­ 
partment in time to order him to duty on 
that vessel, although the Department recog- 
u-zed and officially commended the action of 
the young officer in tendering his services. 
The State Board of Horticultural Com­ 
missioners met Thursday. Felix Gillet read 
a paper on the ravagaes of the codling moth 
and remedies for it. 
He urged the appoint­ 
ment of a State Entomologist. Matthew 
Cooke, State Chief Executive Horticultural 
Officer, presented rules for quarantine laws, 
under the Act of the last Legislature.^ The 
rules, which provide for the disinfecting of 
trees, cuttings, etc., were adopted. 
It is 
stated that the quarantine regulations w ill 
be submitted to the Attoruey-Generalfor his 
supervision. It was resolved that a general 
meeting of the horticulturists he held early 
in the month of December to consider their 
interests in the matter of destroying insects 
injurious to fruit and fruit trees. The Board 
ordered, after reciting that several counties 
have failed to appoint Horticultural Commis­ 
sioners, that the Chief Horticultural Officer 
be instructed to make out a list of every 
couuty in the State where the codling moth 
has made its appearance, and also to make 
out a list of all counties where scales aud 
other insects injurious to fruit aiid fruit trees 
have so far made their appearance, and to 
report to the Board the extent ar.d nature of 
tbo damage done by such insects. 
President 
Dwinelle made an earnest speech urging 
vigorous action, and united war upon the 
fruit lies4», which are increasing enormously, 
and the fruit-growing of the coast is threat­ 
ened with annihilation.

After awhile 
Mr. Romer announced that he was ready to 
go home, and Haste walked with him to the 
Arcade, where Romer entered and went to 
bis room, still bleeding at the shoulder.

he left Haste he said : “ Now, look out for 
youreelt. I will fix you for this. You shot 
me, and I will kill you.” Haste went out 
and looked for a policeman, and found officer 
Leahy, to whom he surrendered himself, and 
was taken to police headquarters.

ination of Mr. Romer’s wound developed the 
fact that he had sustained only slight injury. 
He declined to make any formal complaint 
against Mr. Haste, and desired the matter 
adjusted as quickly as possible without un­ 
necessary notoriety.

COUNTERFEITERS—BADLY MIXED. 


Some of the San Francisco papers have in­ 
dulged, during the ¡asi day or two, in some 
stunning head lines and not a little smoke, 
about,th9 m atter of Law ler’s arrest some time 
since for counterfeiting, and the recent appre­ 
hension of a woman in San Francisco, whom 
it is alleged has been disposing of counterfeit 
coins. 
As to the statem ents concerning 
Law ler’s case, there is not a word or circum­ 
stance given correctly, and if the statem ents 
in regard to the woman are of the same class, 
it is quite probable th at she ha3 not been ar­ 
rested. 
The item ha3 the ear-marks of a 
whoop-up 
for 
the 
detectives 
at 
the 
bay, 
with 
a regardless bending of 
all 
facta to 
th at end. 
One of the papers 
sa y s: 
“ In January last detectives John 
Colley, Robert Hogan and Byram went to 
the capital, where they ‘spotted’ W illiam B. 
Lawler, a barkeeper, and one Sills, a book- 
canvasser. 
A Justice of the Peace, however, 
w arned the coiners of the pending danger, 
and they thw arted their pursuers. 
The de­ 
tectives returned, and Captain Lees, not be­ 
ing allowed any expenses by the Government, 
informed Colonel Finnegass, of the U nited 
States Secret Service Departm ent, of what 
had been discovered. 
Colonel FinnegatB 
w ent to Sacramento, and after investigation, 
believing th at the alleged counterfeiters were 
intent upon leaving the State, arrested them 
in the St. George building. 
Lawler was cap­ 
tured first, hut before hishelpnaate was taken 
roast of- the counterfeiting toolB had been 
spirited away. 
Sills claimed an entirely 
legitim ate use of the batteries found in his 
room, and was released 
on examination. 
Law ler has since been convicted and sent to 
S tate Prison by Judge Hoffman.” 
Now the facts are that for weeks before 
any detectives came here from the Bay Chief 
K archer and officer Lee had “ spotted ” Law­ 
ler, and had obtained possession of the 
sweated coin upon which he was arrested. 
T he only information th at any detectives 
from San Francisco had in the case was com­ 
m unicated to them by the above officers here. 
Lawler was not warned by a Justice of the 
Peace, nor was he or Still (the name is not 
Sills) arrested by Colonel Finnegass. 
The 
latter was in Oregon a t the time. 
Nothing 
w as 
spirited 
away 
after 
Law ler’s ar­ 
rest and be tore that of Still. 
As s on as 
Law ler was arrested at his rooms an officer 
remained constantly in them until Still made 
his appearance, when he was also taken in 
band. 
A fter their arrest notice was sent to 
Colonel Finnegass a t San Francisco, but he 
being in Oregon the U nited States M arshal 
came up and took the 
prisoners down. 
In conclusion, Lawler has not “ been con­ 
victed and sent to State Prison by Judge 
Hoffm an,” but upon trial was acquitted. 
I t 
was always claimed th at there was a woman 
connected with the alleged gang, and she is 
now said to have been arretted. The account 
given of her arrest is as follows : “ In July 
last the woman disappeared from San Jose, 
and nothing more was heard of her until a 
few weeks ago, when she again began to pass 
‘ the queer ’ in the suburbs of this city. 
The 
detectives located her room a t 114 Fourth 
street. 
Meanwhile Chief Crowley instructed 
all officers to notify tradesmen of the busi­ 
ness of the woman, and to give them a de­ 
scription of her. 
She attem pted to pass one 
of the bogns SlO-pieces on a tradesman in the 
southern part of the city, and was arrested by 
officers Brickley and Lampkin. 
A t the city 
prison a small quantity of the bogns money 
was found upon her. 
She gives the name of 
A ntoinette Lawson, but has many other 
alias.-», among which arc those of M rs. M et­ 
calf and .Tane Lawson. 
The woman is well 
known in Virginia City, where, in December, 
IS7S, she married Lawson, who is a carriage 
trimmer, and who is now very low with con­ 
sumption. 
H er maiden name w at Griffin. 
She claims a residence in Oakland, and was 
yesterday turned over to Colonel FinuegasB.”

To those who have believed that th e legit­ 
imate drama, the higher class of dram atic 
literature, would receive better support and 
warmer recognition here than is accorded to 
negro minstrelsy, the tinsel and show of shal­ 
low opera bouffe and the doubtful French 
sensational plays, the meager numbers of the 
audience in the three sections of the house 
which greeted Mr. Sheridan last night in his 
admirable characterization in th at m aster­ 
piece of art, Bulwer’s “ Richelieu,” m ust have 
proved a sad blow to the faith th at has been 
in them, and have strongly inclined them to 
come over to the managerial side and declare 
th at the legitimate is not to the public taste, 
and that burnt cork, fleshings on shapely 
legs, and the buffoonery of the clown alone 
will w arrant investm ent by those- who cater 
for the public entertainm ent. 
B ut there is 
compensation in the fact th at what the audi­ 
ence lacked in numbers it made up for largely 
in its c’ aract“r and in its appreciation of 
Mr. 
Sheridan’s 
art. 
Messrs. 
Grismer, 
Thayer. Sims 
and Melville afforded the 
tragedian good support, and if so much can­ 
not be said for all the others, it m attered 
very little to intelligent enjoyment of his 
work. 
Miss 
Eberle, 
it 
may however 
be said, was an excellent Francois (which 
male part seems to have been mortgaged to 
her sex), and Miss Eva WeBt is at least to be 
credited with an earnest effort to present the 
part of Julie well. 
Tne stage management 
of R. M. Eborle wa3 marked by a prom pt­ 
ness and method th at is exceedingly necessary 
to a successful performance, and th at oftener 
than not is wunting at the M etropolitan. 
B ut while a long-faced management shook 
an almost empty treasury box on the outside, 
the people within et j >jed a treat th at more 
than repaid for attendance. 
M r. Sheridan 
is a dram atic artist, whose weak points would 
be counted strength in the ordinary actor. 
H e crosses conventional rules at right angles 
but gains by the innovations. 
He creates, 
by the coinage of art, almost complete illu­ 
sion. 
He is not perfection, and by no means 
the dangerous tival of the greater men 
of his walk, 
but he is of 
their com­ 
pany 
and 
attains 
a 
standard th at 
is 
elvated far above the common. 
H is action is 
refined and dignified, his delivery marked by 
warmth of pas.dou and depth of feeling. 
As 
the Cardinal his work was full of subtle touches, 
with manj’ a master stroke th at won for him 
not only the profoundest and most dis­ 
criminating applause, tu t the heartiest and 
most pronounced of recognitions—repeated 
calls before the curtain. 
This afternoon this 
accomplished actor gives evidence of his re­ 
markable vigor by appearing in the “ M er­ 
chant of V enice,” although his powers within a 
few hours thereafter are to bg heavily taxed in 
“ Louis X L ” He will present the “ M erchant 
of Venice” in the entirety of the acting 
edition of six acts. 
To morrow evening he 
will appear for the last time in the tragedy of 
“ Richard I I I .” T o n ig h t he presents his 
mat-terpiece, in which he has but few equate, 
a play th at is so exact in its portraiture of one 
of the most remarkable of the French kings. 
Louis X I . and so close a dramatization of 
Scott's historical novel Quentin Durward, 
and hinges so perfectly upon one of the most 
momentuoue eras in European politics, the 
influence of which is felt to this day, th at an 
outline sketch of the central figure given now, 
will add greatly to the entertainm ent of those 
who read it and who look upon the splendid 
dramatic picture Shetidan draws to-night; 
while to those not able to attend, it will re­ 
veal the character with which the artist has 
to deal, recall to memory some of the most 
interesting pages of their historical reading, 
and with others awaken the desire for histor­ 
ical reseat ch. 
Louis X L the son of Charles 
V II. and M aria of Anjou, was born July 3, 
1423, and died August 30, 1483. 
He was 
of an ambitious, intriguing and treacherous 
disposition. 
H e was the first French mon­ 
arch to assume the title, “ Most Christian 
K ing,” and did more than any other to break 
the influence, and hum ble the nobility of his 
land. 
He was an uugrateful and rebellious 
son, disturbed the peace of his father’s king- 
dunt by his intrigues, and was banished by 
his parent to his apDenage of Dsuphiny, 
where he 
reigned, 
however, 
v. th 
pru­ 
dence, and suppressed the noted clippers 
and 
Flayers, 
roving 
bands 
of 
merce­ 
nary soldiers. 
H e m arried the beautiful 
daughter of Jam es I. of Scotland and drove 
her to death by neglect, cruelty and slander­ 
ous tongues. 
Ho married Charlotte, daugh­ 
ter of the Duke of riaxony, and perm itted 
dishonor to attach to her by slander. 
When 
his arrest was sought by his father he had 
shelter from Philip the Good, but repaid his 
benefactor by treachery and stirring his peo­ 
ple and allies up against him. 
W hen his 
father died he neglected to give him decent 
burial and exhibited his joy over che event. 
Coming to the throne he favored the mercan­ 
tile classes to secure m eans to pay mercenary 
soldiers. 
H e was the first K ing of France to 
recognize the growing influence of the middle 
classes. 
He diminished the 
powers and 
privileges of the nobility, elevated people of 
low dtgree to offices of state, and made his 
barber a M inister near his person. 
He was 
proud, haughty, cunning and w itty ; flattered 
and cajoled his victims and only sprang when 
sure of his prey. 
Leagues were formed 
against him by kingdoms and powers and 
war was made against him ; but by bribery, 
intrigue and cunning he generally overcame 
his enemies. 
W ithal he wsb brave, and in a 
battle under the walls of Paris showed great 
valor. 
Rashly venturing among his enemies 
aod plotting on their own ground, he came 
near losing his life at the hands of Charles 
of Burgundy, and only escaped by bribery, 
and by liberal concessions only secured a 
peace. He was superstitious and affected to be 
very devout while plotting murder and cruelty. 
In one season he caused 4,000 persons to per­ 
ish ignorainously and without trial. 
H e was 
subject to apopletio attack s; became sus­ 
picious of all around him and died a most 
miserable death. 
H e had a profound knowl­ 
edge of mankind, was intensely selfish, and 
while furthering the interests of France did 
nothing th at did not cater to his own selfish 
ends. 
Scott, in his novel, thus Bpeaks of 
him and his times : 
In the fifteenth century the feudal system, which 
had been the sinews and nerves of national 
defense, 
Levan 
to 
be innovated 
upon 
and 
abandoned 
by 
those grosser characters 
who 
centered their sum 
of 
happiness 
in procur­ 
ing the personal objects on which they had fi .cd 
their own personal attachment. 
* 
* 
* 
The 
spirit of chivalry, however. overstrained, * * * 
was founded on generosity and self denial. 
* * 
* 
Louis was among the first to nd.cule and abandon 
the self denying principles in which the young 
knight was instructed. 
-

* 
Louis was so 
purely selfish ‘ * * that he almost seems an in­ 
carnation of the devil himself. * * * He was 
peculiarly qualified to play the part of a cold 
hearted and sneer-ng friend. ' * * The cruelties, 
the perjuries the suspicions of this Prince were 
rendered more detestable * * * by the gross and 
deb sing superstition which he constantly practiced. 
The devotion to the heavenly saints, of u h ell he 
made such a parade, was upon the miserable princi­ 
ple of some petty demity in office, who endeavors 
to hide o- atone tor the malversations cf which he 
is con: cions, by liberal gifts to those whose duty it 
is to observe Ids c • duct, and endeavors to support 
a system of fraud by an attempt to corrupt the in­ 
corruptible. In no other light cm we regard his 
creating the Virgin Mary a countess and colonel of 
his guards. ' 
‘ To a t< tal want of scruple, or, it 
would appear, of any sense whatever of moral obli­ 
gation, Louis XI. added great natural firmness and 
f-agccity of character, with a system of policy so 
hi*tdy refined, considering the times he lived in, 
that he sometimes overreached himself by giving 
w a y to its dictates. * * He understood the interests 
of France, and faithfully pursued them so long as 
he could identify t emwith his own. * * * Iusteadof 
the high spirit which pressed every man forward 
in defense of his country, Louis XI. substituted the 
exertions of ' he ever ready mercenary soldier, and 
persuidod his subjects * * * that it was bet­ 
ter to leave to the mercenaries the risks and 
la> ora of war and to supply the crown with the 
means of paying them, th n to peril themselves in 
defense of their own substance. * * * He was 
equallv forward in altering the principles which 
were wont to rt guíate the intercourse of the sexes. 
* •

He was :. low voluptuary, se-king pleasure 
without} sentiment, and despising the sex from 
whom he desired to obtain it. 
* - * Ho selected 
his favorites and ministers from the dregs of the 
people, * * • and made his favonte associates 
of sucli men as Tristan i’Hermite, the Chief of his 
Marahalsea, or police. 
* * * His word, generally 
a(mounted the most sacred test of a man’s char­ 
acter, was forfeited without scruple on the slightest 
occasion, and was o'*ten accompanied by the perpe­ 
tration of the most enormous crimes- If he broke 
his own personal ant plighted faith, he did not 
treat that of the public with more ceremony. It is 
more than 
probable th3t, 
in thus denouncing 
almost 
openlv the ties of religion, honor and 
morality, by which mankind at large feel themselves 
influenced, Louis sought to obtain great advantages 
in his negotiations with 
parties who might 
esteem themselves 
bound, 
while he himself 
enjoyed 
liberty.

The 
example 
of 
I.- ui« raised disgust and suspicion rathcr tban a de­ 
sire of imitation among other nations in Europe. 
* * * It was not the least singular circumstance 
of his course of superstition, that bodiiy health and 
terri stial felicity seemed to be his only object. 
Making any mention of his sins when talking on the 
state of his health was strictly prohibited; and 
when at his command a priest recited a prayer 
to Saint Eutropius, in which he recommended the 
Kim’s welfare both in body and soul, Louis caused 
the tao last words to be omitted, saying it was not 
prudent to importune the bles-ed srint by too many 
bequests at cr.ee. Perhaps he thought by being 
silent on bis crimes he might . utf-r them to pass 
ont of the recollection of the celestial patrons whose

a d he invoked for his bodv. So gTeat were the 
well-merited tortures of this tyrant's death bed that 


Philip des Comines enters into a regular comparison 
between them and the numerous cruelties inflicted 
on others by bis order, and, considering both, comes 
to express an opinion that the wordly pangs and 
agoDy suff-red by Louis were such as" might com- 
penaate 
the 
crimes 
he had oommitted, and 
that, 
after 
a 
reasonable 
quarantine 
in 
purgatory, he might in mercy be found duly quali- 
fiei for superior regions. In Louis XL’s time ex­ 
traordinary commotions existed throughou 
all 
Europe. England’s civil wars were ended rather in 
appearance than reality by the short lived ascend­ 
ancy of the House of York. Switzerland was as­ 
serting that freedom, which was afterwards so 
bravely defended. In the Empire and in France 
the great vassals of the crown were endeavoring to 
emancipate themselves from its control, while 
Charles of Burgundy by main force, and Louis more 
artfully by indirect means, labored to subject them 
to subservience to their respective sovereignties. 
W ith such a character in such a time Scott 
wove the warp and woof of his entrancing 
historical novel, in which only a thin vein of 
fiction prevails, and on th at is based the 
drama " Louis X I.,” and with that material 
Sheridan deals in his consummately faithful 
portraiture of the cruel and crafty but sa­ 
gacious and far-seeing monarch. 
The cast for to-night is the same, in its m a­ 
terial parts, which prevailed at San F ran­ 
cisco when M r. Sheridan played “ Louis 
X I." there, and in th at respect the presenta­ 
tion of the dram a here wiil be to as good ad­ 
vantage as when given in the metropolis.

THE HEIHODIST ECUMENICAL COUNCIL 
AT LONDON, ENGLAND. 


The Great Family Reunion—Second Letter 
From our Special Correspondent— 
Doings of the Connell. 


{From the Rkcord-Usios’b Special Correspondent.) 
L ondon, September 8, 1881. 
The great family reunion of the Meth­ 
odists of the world, otherwise known as 
the Ecumenical Conference, began its ses­ 
sions in City-road Chapel Wednesday, Sep­ 
tember 7th, and by the time this is read 
will not be far from the point of adjourn­ 
ment. On the day previous the delegates 
were entertained at Exeter Hall by the 
Religious Tract Society. This gathering, 
which was held at 9 a. m., served the 
double purpose of enabling the Society to 
advertise the work it is doing and of in­ 
ducting the delegates of America into the 
mysteries and pleasures of a “ Breakfast 
Meeting.” an institution peculiarly En­ 
glish. Bishop McTyeire, of the M. E. 
Church South, said he had contracted a 
great liking for this form of meeting, 
and hoped it would soon be imported, 
tariff free, to the United States. Bishop 
Simpson, after complimenting the Society, 
passed a facetious criticism on the break­ 
fast. It was out of harmony, he said,with 
the publications of the Society, for tracts 
Were small and short, while the meal that 
had been provided that morning was dis­ 
tinguished by characteristics the opposite 
to "these. Dr. Osborn, President of the 
British Wesleyan Conference, could not let 
the occasion pass without a slight dip into 
Methodist history, of which he is so full ; 
and his reference was exceedingly apt, for 
he reminded the Society that John Wesley 
was the pioneer in the field of tract litera­ 
ture, twelve-page publications, for sale at 
a penny each, having been issued by him 
from the Old Foundry nearly a hundred 
and fifty years ago—publications which 
were contemptuously spoken of at the time 
as '‘Foundry trash.” 
THE CONFERENCE 
Proper began at 10 A. M. the day following. 
The building in which it convened was al­ 
together too small for such an assemblage, 
but the associations clustering about it as 
the old homestead of the Methodist fam­ 
ily marked it as pre eminently the right 
place, and convenience, of course, must be 
sacrificed to Bentiment. How the tipket 
committee could succeed in having the 
Church only comfortably filled, not in the 
least crowded, at the opening service, 
when it is said there were eight thousand 
more applicants for tickets of admission 
than were supplied, is a thing not easy to 
make out. But it was done, and though 
rather rough on the outsiders, was by no 
means disapproved by those who were for­ 
tunate enough to get in. The delegates, 
numbering-100, and coming from all parts 
of the globe, occupied the ground floor of 
the Church, while the gallery was given up 
wholly to spectators. The British and 
Continental representatives sat on one 
side of the middle aisle, and those from 
the United States and Canada on the other. 
Looking over the Conference it was notice­ 
able at once that nearly all the ministers 
•on the British side wore the clerical coat 
And cravat, but that on the American side 
these priestly insignias were the rare ex­ 
ception. The service was opened by the 
reading of the prayers of the Church of 
England by Dr. Osborn. The doctor, who 
was put forth as the leading representative 
cf old-world Methodism, is a rather portly 
gentleman, with iron-gray bushy whiskers, 
and a form of countenance which is indica­ 
tive of great depth ot feeling and the pos­ 
se Jon of considerable oratoiical power. 
He read the prayers like one very familiar 
with them, and on the British side the 
regulation book responses were made ; but 
to tell the truth, this aping of the Estab-' 
lished Church at a world’s Convention of 
Methodists was not relished by the dele­ 
gates from America. Unfortunately, too. 
Dr. Chborn neglected to interject into his 
prayers any petition for the President of 
the United States. 
THE QUEEN 
And Prince of Wales were remembered, 
but at the opening service poor Garfield’s 
name was not once mentioned. The Psalms 
appointed forjthe day were also read from 
the Prayer Book, and these, by their pecu­ 
liar appropriateness, proved the redeeming 
feature of the affair. Hearing read the 
words, “ The Lord hath chosen Zion to be 
a habitation for Himself,” and again, the 
words, “ Behold how good and how pleas­ 
ant it is for brethren to dwell together in 
unity,” it seemed as if the forefathers of 
the English Church, when they appointed 
these Psalms for the 7 th day of September, 
must have had in view the holding on that 
day of this identical Ecumenical Confer­ 
ence. The hymn beginning— 
Ye servants of Got your Master proclaim, 
And pubhsh abroad Ilia wonderful name. 
was sung, and after a brief extemporaneous 
prayer by Dr. Osborn, the pulpit was 
taken possession of by Bishop Simpson, 
who had been chosen to preach the opening 
sermon. The venerable Bishop stood in 
the place whence frequently the Founder 
of Methodism had dispensed the truth. In 
his hand he held a dingy-looking little 
book, the old Bible which Wesley used 
when preaching on the streets and com­ 
mons of London. Before him was one of 
the most distinguished audiences the 
Christian religion ever called together—the 
picked men of all the Methodist bodies of 
the world, with the elite of British Method­ 
ism looking down from the galleries. Per­ 
haps no minister ever had a grander oppor­ 
tunity to deliver an effective discourse, 
and the Bishop was equal to the emergency. 
His text was : “ The words which I speak 
unto you, they arc spirit and they are life.” 
THE SERMON 
Demonstrated that the words of Christ, as 
recorded in the Bible, though seeming to be 
like other words, are really different from 
all other words in that there is a life-giv­ 
ing power in them. For illustrations the 
Bishop drew largely from the history of 
Methodism. One of his strongest points was 
in showing how the prophetic utterance, 
“ The judgment shall live by faith,” trav­ 
eled through the centuries till it reached 
and converted Luther at Erfurth ; then 
300 years later took hold of Wesley in 
Aldersgate street in this city, and from 
London went out, as the cardinal doctrine 
of Methodism, to evangelize and save the 
world. The Wesleyan revival, the Bishop 
said, had saved England at a critical period 
from becoming what France became. He 
had heard Cardinal Manning himself say 
that but for Wesley’s preaching of the 
Catholic (?) doctrine of 
justification 
by faith it was impossible to tell 
to what depths of [infidelity and vice 
this country would have fallen. 
In ac­ 
counting for the great success of Meth­ 
odism, Bishop Simpson said it could not be 
traced to the power of the sword, for it 
had never drawn a sword or lit a martyr 
fire; nor to the favor of governments, for 
it had never enjoyed or sought this ; nor to 
landed endowments, for the wealth it had 
it made for itself ; nor to the flattery of 
the press, for the press was against.it at 
first, and was by no means favorable even 
now. The real secret of Methodism’s won­ 
derful success was due, he said, to the fact 
that she relied upon the word of Christ, 
which gave spirit and life to her instru­ 
mentalities. Referring to the divisions 
prevailing in the Methodist family, he said 
he was not sure that these were an un­ 
mixed evil, “ and besides,” he added, “our 
points of disagreement are insignificant 
compared with the features in which we 
are one. ” 
THE BISHOP 
Extolled John Wesley as one whose heart 
always beat in favor of Christian union, 
surd this gathering, he said, realized for 


Methodism what Wesley had sought to 
bring about for all the denominations. The 
perpetuity and future spread of Methodism 
depended, the Bishop said in conclusion, 
on her steadfast adherence to the word of 
God, and on the maintenance among her 
members of a distinct Christian experience. 
The sermon was a masterly effort, an hour 
and a half long, and was delivered in the 
Bishop’s happiest style. The British por­ 
tion of the audience seemed delighted, and 
it was curions to note, as the telling peints 
were made, how heartily the English 
“ Hear, hear,” blended with the “ Amens” 
which went up from the American 
side of the house. At the afternoon session 
the chair was occup:ed by Rev. George 
Osborn, D. D., upon whom it devolved to 
extend a formal welcome to the delegates 
from over the ocean. 
Dr. Osborn empa- 
sized the expression, “ W hat hath God 
wrought?” which, he said, was Wesley’s 
text when the foundation stone of City-road 
chapel was laid. As showing the small begin­ 
nings of Methodism he called attention to a 
little twelve-page pamphlet which, he said, 
was the original of the rules made by 
Wesley for the government of the societies 
he formed. These rnles, both in their 
original form and as published in the 
Methodist Discipline now, are prefaced by 
the statement that in the year 1739 twelve 
persons came to him in London and asked 
to be organized into a class. “ Now,” said 
Dr. Osborn, “ there is before me one 
whose great, great grandmother was the 
thirteenth person who became connected 
with that little band.” The Doctor closed 
his address by an earnest appeal to the 
delegates to seek to make the Conference 
memorable as a time of great spiritual 
blessing. The first response to this address 
was made by Bishop McTyeire. 
The 
Bishop appears to have a remarkable ele­ 
ment of candor iu his make-up, and this, 
with bis deep, rich voice and the vein of 
humor that runs through his remarks, 
make him a charming platform speaker. 
HE CAPTIVATED HIS AUDIENCE 
At once by referring to the time when 
America was reported at one of John 
Wesley’s London Conferences as a circnit, 
and when the preachers present put their 
hands in their pockets and gave 1)50 to help 
the work of God in that country. Better 
than all, he said, England had given to 
America one of the greatest men that ever 
trod the soil of that continent, and then 
dwelt on the great interest with which, to 
his mind, the sacred places of Methodism 
were invested. England, he said, was the 
richest spot on earth in Protestant relics. 
If she was not thoroughly Protestant at 
heart, she ought to be, considering the 
things she held in trust. The Bishop 
closed by expressing the hope that this visit 
of Methodists to the first place of Method­ 
ism would result in a revival of the first 
principles of that movement. 
Bishop 
McTyeire was followed by 
BISHOP WARREN, 
Of the M. E. Church, resident at Atlanta, 
Ga. The Bishop, in the name of the mill­ 
ions of Methodism scattered over the 
world, thanked the Chairman for the wel­ 
come he had given. Then, in most ele­ 
gant words, he showed the close connec­ 
tion of England and America in matters, 
not only of religion, but of literature, com­ 
merce and general history. 
English 
Methodism, he said, was a mighty power, 
and he hoped that the Methodism of 
America was not unworthy to stand by 
her side. In his own country Methodism 
had juBt reached out its hands to a race 
which were only just beginning to realize 
the liberty wherewith Christ maketh free. 
He agreed with the former speaker, 
Bishop McTyeire, 
that 
Christianity 
should make all one, in whatever clime 
they dwelt, and to whatever race they be­ 
longed. This address of Bishop Warren 
was very fine. His style is not unlike 
that of the more polished Eoglish speakers 
—a fact which probably added to the 
pleasure with which the English portion of 
his auditors listened to his remarks. The 
response for Canadian Methodism was made 
by Rev. George Douglas, LL. D., President 
of the Methodist Church of the Dominion. 
At this afternoon meeting prayer was of­ 
fered by the ex-President of the British 
Conference, who rectified the unfortunate 
omission of the morning by offering a touch­ 
ing petition for the recovery of President 
Garfield. This prayer elicited a most 
FERVENT RESPONSE 
From every part of the house, and when, 
subsequently, the Business Committee re­ 
commended that at the earliest period pos­ 
sible resolutions be adopted by the Confer­ 
ence expressing sympathy with the wound­ 
ed President and his wife, the audience 
broke into applause, and it really seemed 
as though the Britishers were even more 
enthusiastic in this demonstration than the 
Americans. The reception given at night 
by the Lord Mayor of the city was, of 
course, a brilliant affair. The invitations 
were not confined strictly to delegates ; all 
connected with the Conference were bid­ 
den, and each had the privilege of taking 
a lady. His Lordship and the Lady May­ 
oress stood at one end of the reception hall, 
the former in his robes of state, and the lat­ 
ter in a rich costume of cream-colored satin, 
the Sword-bearer btanding at their right, 
and the bearer of the Mace on the left. 
The guests having all been presented, the 
Mayor escorted his lady to the magnificent 
Egyptian Hall, where the throng of gay 
promenaders were being entertained with 
music by the hand. No dancing was in­ 
dulged, but the Mayor made a capital 
speech of welcome, and then drew a Meth­ 
odist hymn-book from his pocket, and with 
an unction that would have done credit to 
the best professional hymn-liuer that ever 
graced a pulpit, he read, verse by verse, 
the hymn which begins, 
See how great a flame aspires 
Kindled by a spark of grace. 
THE SINGING, 
Bishop Warren said, made him think he 
was at a camp-meeting. Short speeches 
were made by Rev. Wm. Arthur, Bishops 
Payne and Warren, and by Drs. Tiffany 
and Newman, the latter gentleman remark­ 
ing that if John Wesley were to drop into 
their midst he would be greatly puzzled, 
and would probably not recognize some of 
them. What the doctor meant could only 
be surmised, but certainly' the costumes 
and jewelry with which those elect 
Methodist ladies had adorned themselves 
were far from being an exact realization 
of the views advanced by Wesley in his 
sermon on dress, which the disciple ad­ 
vises Methodist preachers to read once a 
year in the churches under their charge. 
In his welcome to the delegates from Amer­ 
ica the Lord Mayor said there were repre­ 
sentatives present from both North and 
South, and he rejoiced to know that there 
now prevailed between the Methodists of 
these two sections a true feeling of fra­ 
ternity, which, he hoped, would deepen 
and extend till all strife should cease, and 
all animosities be forever forgotten—senti­ 
ments to which your correspondent would 
beg leave to say “ Amen.”

Her comrade, 
Dumesnil, of the opera, having one even­ 
ing offended her, she dressed in male attire 
and waited for him, after the performance, 
in the Place des Vietoires where she knew 
he must pass. Without revealing her 
identity, she insulted and endeavored to 
make him fight. As he manifested no de­ 
sire to gratify her wish, she gave him a 
sound thrashing, and after taking his 
watch and snuffbox, left him stretched on 
the ground. The next day, in the green­ 
room, he took it into his head to describe 
his adventure, with several grosB viola­ 
tions of the facts; he asserted he had 
been attacked by three ruffians, againBt 
whom he had valiantly defended himself 
though without being able to prevent them 
from robbing him. “ It is a lie,” said 
Mme. Maupin, after listening to him. 
“ You are nothing but a cur and a coward. 
You were attacked by me alone, and the 
proof is that there is your watch and snuff 
box 
and with these words she flung the 
articles in his face. Thevenard, we are 
told, was nearly being treated by her in 
the same manner, and was obliged to apol­ 
ogize. On another occasion, when, dressed 
as a man, she was at a ball given at the 
Palais Royal by Monsieur, the King’s 
brother, she annoyed a lady by unbecom­ 
ing remarks. Three of the lady’s friends 
took np her cause, and Mme. Maupin, on 
being challenged, left the place without 
hesitation, and, sword in hand, killed all 
three opponents. She then quietly re­ 
turned to the ball, disclosed her identity 
to Monsieur, and begged him to obtain a 
pardon for her, which he did. Toe end of 
this extraordinary woman was no less 
strange than her life. She sent for her 
husband who had remained in the prov­ 
inces, and lived with him most irreproach­ 
ably several years.

LADIES’ DRESS CHEAPER.

It is not going to lie very expensive to 
dress well this winter. Ladies can no 
longer put twenty-five or thirty yards of 
silk into a dress ; they are to be very 
plain, mostly embroidered with chenille or 
beads, and must clear the ground ten or 
twelve inches, according to the foot of the 
wearer. At present the great fad of the 
females is for lovely stockings and nobby 
shoes; black silk hose are the favorites, 
into which are let rows of Chantilly or 
Maltese lace. At Long Branch ladies do it 
themselves ; they buy black silk stockings 
and insert strips of handsome lace over the 
instep. In New York a delightful employ­ 
ment and beautiful article of dress is ac­ 
complished by knitting what are termed 
railroad stockings. The most stupid per­ 
son can knit round and round and that 
is all that is required. For the pleasure 
of my Chicago sisters I append the recipe : 
There is a silk knitting thread sold here at 
29 cents a ball, four of which make a big 
pairof stockings; but I find the yarntoosoft, 
and prefer a tightly twisted, finer thread, 
which I purchase from a fringo-maker in 
large skeins, weighing five ounces. Cast 
on twenty-eight stitches on the needles 
and knit away till you have a slender pipe 
(entirely unsuggestive of a Btocking) and 
about one-half a yard loDg—not that, if 
the stocking is not desired an extra length. 
Then knit around once, dropping every 
fourth stitch ; these dropped stitches will 
run to the top of the stocking, striping it 
in lovely open work, and wide enough for 
the largest sort of leg. 
After this, the 
stocking being as many stitches smaller as 
you have dropped, you knit about three 
inches at that size, and then toe off. 
“ What ! no heel ? ” I hear the uninitiated 
exclaim. No heel. “ It’s a poor foot that 
won’t shape its own stocking,” the old lady 
said when she knit them this way; but the 
extreme elasticity of the railroad hose 
makes the heel unnecessary. They are 
durable, they are handsome ; and they are 
euch jolly things to have aronnd for work 
that 1 anticipate my Chicago sisters will 
thank me for the recipe.—[Chicago Tribune. 
A Social A cq u isitio n.—With a spirit 
of innuendo, unintentional, perhaps, such 
as is commonly supposed to exist only 
between the great rival cities of the West, 
a London paper remarks that “ another 
gorilla has just been added to the popula­ 
tion of Liverpool.” How large a propor­ 
tion of the population of that city belongs 
to the genus Simia does not appear, but 
the public is assured that the new-comer, 
an emigrant from Sette Cama, Africa, is 
making great progress in his education, 
and promises to be an ornament to his 
race. During the voyage to England hi3 
friends complained that he did not exhibit 
feelings of gratitude for the attention paid 
him, and that he only showed his teeth. 
In the end, however, instead of his teeth, 
he showed a remarkable spirit of friendli­ 
ness to those aronnd him, and walked up 
and down the steamer’s deck in the most 
affable manner. 
“ He is expected to 
prove,” says the paper referred to, “ a 
great social acquisition, and, after a tem­ 
porary eclipse by the Prince of Wales, may 
develop into one of the chief attractions of 
Liverpool.”—[N. Y. Tribune. 
T h e R ic e C ro p.—The terrible hurri­ 
canes which have recently visited the 
coasts of Georgia and South Carolina have 
been most disastrous to the rice crop, which 
had nearly been made. The drought had 
already injured it materially, and then 
came the hurricane—a thing heretofore un­ 
heard of in the month of August— and 
great has been the destruction both of 
property and life. On the rice plantations 
the embankments protecting the crowing 
crops from the encroachment of the call 
water have been leveled, submerging the 
fields of ripening grain, almost without an 
exception. The grain is now in the milk, 
at its most critical period, and the harvest­ 
ing of the crop usually commences about 
the 1st of October. It is feared that the 
crop will be cut down fully one-half. As 
the equinoctial storms, always dreaded by 
the planter, are yet to come, the outlook is 
certainly not encouraging. 
Should the 
gales be severe, the Sea Island cotton and 
rice crops of South Carolina will be almost 
niL—[Food and Health. 


NOTES ON EDUCATION. 
The cost per capita for instruction in the 
Cincinnati public schools is §25 20 a year. 
Persistent efforts are being made to pro­ 
cure the eetabliahment of the proposed 
Texas University at Austin. 
Colby University has begun a new term 
with a freshman class of twenty-eight 
members, including four women. 
Baltimore has 36,337 pupils íh her public 
schools and 822 teachers, only thirty-eight 
of whom were educated at colleges or uni­ 
versities. 
The incoming class at Brown University 
will be about the usual size. Sixty-five 
applications for admission have already ap­ 
peared, and more are expected. 
A scheme of instruction by correspond­ 
ence has been organized in Oude, India, 
for the benefit of educated Europeans who 
wish to pursue studies in which they re­ 
quire aid. 
The Rochester School Board has passed 
a resolution providing that graduates of 
the Free Academy bo granted teachers’ 
certificates without further examination. 
An amendment forbids the holder of such 
a certificate to teach in the Free Academy 
or to act as principal of a public school in 
the city. 
In the course of much sound advice to 
teachers, the Philadelphia Ledger adjures 
them to regard “ the children not as so 
many «mall machines to be run so many 
hours a day, finishing off so many yards of 
recitations a week, but as a little audience 
to be influenced, a little society to be 
trained to debate and think.” It must be 
remembered that the teacher who can thus 
regard the children is one who has special 
adaptation to the work and a special liking 
for it. There are too many teachers in the 
public schools who are glad to use the me­ 
chanical methods now in force as a refuge 
for their own incapacity. When the same 
drill is used for fifty children of widely 
differing natures, tastes and abilities, a 
dull and uninspiring teacher finds no difii- 
culty in the work. To the “ born teacher’ 
the task of instruction is delightful, but 
rarely easy. 
Archbishop Heiss, of Milwaukee, has is 
sued an order to the Catholic clergymen of 
the city to the effect that all Catholic 
children whose parents desire them to re­ 
ceive their first communion and confirma­ 
tion must first attend the parochial schools 
of their respective churches for at least one 
year before they will be received into the 
church. This order is issued in obedience 
to one sent from Rome several years ago. 
The church in Milwaukee has new facili­ 
ties for instructing all the Catholic children 
in that city, and will enforce the rule. 
A Free Educational League has been 
formed in Great Britain to procure the 
abolition of all fees in connection with 
National education. The League cites the 
example of the United States in free edu­ 
cation and notes that France, profiting by 
the experience of other nations, has this 
year established free education in all her 
primary schools. “ Notwithstanding these 
instructive examples,” the secretary’s cir­ 
cular says, “ the tendency of the Educa­ 
tion Department of Her Majesty’s Privy 
Council has been to raise the scale of 
school fees, and thereby to minimize the 
benefits of the Education Act. It is fur­ 
ther stated that the conviction is rapidly 
growing that unless Great Britain is to fall 
behind other nations in education, a reso­ 
lute movement should at once be made in 
the direction of abolishing the charges for 
admission to public elementary schools; 
and that with this view the Free Education 
League has been formed.” 


PERSONALS. 
The Marquise de Rochambeau, who has 
a great liking for America, will, it is re­ 
ported, accompany her husband upon his 
visit to this country. 
The good brethren from this country at­ 
tending the Methodist Ecumenical Coun­ 
cil in London are very much shocked at 
being offered ale and other wicked bever­ 
ages by the distinguished divines of Eng­ 
land. 
The young Czar is described 33 a man of 
sincere piety, and a regular attendant at 
church. He is particularly fond of the 
chants, and maintains at * ’ 
i expense 
two splendid choirs at the «ri. 
i of I’eter- 
hoff. 
Lord Beaconsfield’s home of Hughcndcn 
Manor has just been let, it is rumored, to 
Madame Elise, the fashionable London 
dressmaker. 
“ Madame Elise,” who is 
Mrs. Isaacson in private life, is a person of 
wealth. 
The monument to be erected to Bayard 
Taylor, at Kennett Square, Pa., by his 
widow, will consist of a circular Greek 
altar of granite, three feet six inches high 
and two feet eight inches in diameter, 
bearing on the top a lamp with a flame, 
and on the round a bronze bas-relief por­ 
trait by Laurent Thompson. 
Berthold Auerbach, the distinguished 
German novelist, has written to Dr. Doll- 
iDger concerning the latter’s speech on the 
anti-Jewish movement in Germany : “ We 
Jews of Germany, who love with all our 
strength our German fatherland, and who 
strive to remedy the shortcomings and de­ 
fects of our co-religionists, we breathe 
again freely, and for this we have to thank 
you. An innumerable host of Christians 
and Jew's rally round the standard upon 
which you have inscribed the motto of the 
Antigone of Sophocles, ‘To join you not 
in your hatred, but in your love, we are 
come.’ ” 
It is not generally known that Cardinal 
Newman early in life had some thoughts of 
devoting himself to a journalistic career. 
When he was a young man at Oxford, in 
anything but eflluant circumstances, he 
made such an impression upon the direct­ 
ors of the Times by some letters on educa­ 
tion which he contributed to that journal 
under the nom de plumo “ Catholicuo,” 
that he was offered an engagement on their 
staff at a handsome salary—£1,800 per 
annum is the figure that report says was 
mentioned. “ Shall I be free,” asked the 
young man to whom this tempting offer 
was made, “ to say what I think ?” The 
reply was in the negative. 


THE VALLEY OF DEATH. 
The Valley of Death, a spot almost as 
terrible as the prophet’s valley of dry 
bones, lies just north of the old Mormon 
road to California, in Utah—a region thirty 
miles long by thirty broad, and sur­ 
rounded, except at two points, by inaccess­ 
ible mountains. It is totally devoid of 
water and vegetation, and the shadow of 
bird or wild beast never darkened its 
white glaring sands. The Kansas Pacific 
Railroad engineers discovered it, and some 
papers which show the fate of the “ lost 
Montgomery train,” which came south 
from Salt Lake in 1850, guided by a Mor­ 
mon. When near Death Valley some of 
them came to the conclusion that the Mor­ 
mon knew nothing about the country, so 
they appointed one of their number a 
leader and broke off from their party. 
The leader turned due west, so with the 
people and wagons and the flocks he 
traveled three days, and then de­ 
scended into the broad valley, whose 
treacherocs mirage promised water. They 
reached the center, but only the white 
sands bounded by scorching peaks met 
their gaze. And around the valley they 
wandered, and one by one the men died, 
and the panting flocks stretched themselves 
in death under the hot sun. The children, 
crying for water, died at their mothers’ 
breasts, and with swollen tongues and 
burning vitals the mothers followed. 
Wagon after wagon was abandoned, and 
strong men tottered and raved and died. 
After a week’s wandering, a dozen sur­ 
vivors found some water in the hollow of 
a mountain. It lasted but a short time 
when all perished but two, who escaped 
out of the valley and followed the trail of 
their former companions. Eighty-seven 
families, with hundreds of animals perished 
there, and now, after thirty-one years, the 
wagons stand still complete, the iron works 
and tires are bright, and the shriveled 
skeletons lie side by side. —[Eureka Leader. 


CONCERNING WOMEN. 
Miss Jenny Henry is fanning on Ash 
creek, in Kansas. The Logan Enterprise 
says : “ To show what an enterprising girl 
can do, we will state that she came to that 
place several years ago with barely enough 
means to sustain herself after entering the 
land. She went to work by the week, and 
the money she earned was invested i - im­ 
provements on the land nntil now, at which 
time she has about thirty acres under culti­ 
vation, a comfortable house well furnished, 
and other valuable improvements. She 
will soon have a deed to one of the best 
tracts of land in that country.” 
The London Times says: “ Two new 
fashions are heralded in the city of 
fashion. The Vie Parisienne announces 
the advent of the paralune as a supple 
ment to the parasol. The rays of the 
moon are quite as dangerous as those of 
the sun, say the chroniclers of the novelty, 
One can be moonstruck just as one can 
have a sunstroke. If the sun browns the 
skin, the moon dries it and wears it out, 
just as it affects the surface of stone. 
Therefore, the ladies who are staying at 
country houses, where long country walks 
at night are often arrauged that one may 
enjoy the moonlight, should remember to 
secure one of the dainty paralunes made 
in uauze, lined with red silk, which are de­ 
clared to be the last effort of fashion.” 
The London Spectator says : 
“In the 
London University honors lists, which came 
on Saturday last, the girls took a very re­ 
markable place. The first in the English 
honors for the preliminary B. A. examina­ 
tion was a girl, though one past the age for 
taking the scholarship ; and there were 
two other girls in that first class of only 
six. In the German honors list two of the 
first class, consisting of only four, were 
girls. In the mathematical honors list for 
the examination common to the preliminary 
B. A. examination and the preliminary 
Bachelor of Science examination, the first 
was a girl, from Girton College—Miss 
Scott—again too old for the exhibition, and 
one of the only three in this class, having 
beaten both her male competitors. The 
first in the honors list for anatomy in the 
preliminary Bachelor of Medicine examin­ 
ation was a girl, Miss Prideaux, of the Lon­ 
don School of Medicine for Women, who 
had beaten both her Guy’s Hospital rivals ; 
and one (the last) of the three placed in the 
class of the honors list for materia medica 
pharmaceutical chemistry was also a girl, 
or, perhaps we should say, a woman. 
That is a pretty good score for women, who 
have been only so lately admitted into the 
field of competition.” 
The Woman’s Journal says of the exclu­ 
sion of women doctors from the late Inter­ 
national Medical Congress, that the Eng­ 
lish provincial press is doubtless right in 
saying that it is due more to Sir William 
Jenner than to the Queen. It says : “ He 
has been their bitter and unswerving op­ 
ponent from the first. As court physician 
he has great influence with the Queen, who 
would assuredly be biased by his wishes, 
whether for the admission or exclusion of 
women from the Congress. At the same 
time it is true that the Queen sets her face 
like a flint against any movement of women 
to enlarge the area of their lives. The 
woman who lectures, who aspires to a pro­ 
fession, who is identified with any of 
the reforms of the day that seek to 
change the status of women, is ab­ 
horrent to her. It is not, therefore, at 
all probable that the Queen was in the 
least reluctant to lend herself to 
the furtherance of Sir William Jenner’s 
pettiness. Lord and Lady Granville ten­ 
dered the Congress an elegant reception, 
pointedly including in their invitations 
every woman physician in the kingdom. 
Every one felt that a sharp rebuke had 
been administered to the Queen and Sir 
William Jenner for their intolerance, and 
to the London physicians for their syco­ 
phancy, whether intended by Lord and 
Lady Granville or not.” 
A good story is told of a rich financier 
who died the other day in Paris. He fell 
down on the boulevards in a fit, and was 
carried into a private house. The inmates, 
seeing him at the point of death, and not 
knowing what his religion was, brought a 
crucifix and held it to his lips. The old 
Hebrew stared at the emblem with a 
glazed eye, and, with his parting breath, 
murmured : “ I can’t lend more than two 
francs on it.”

The Star R oute Cases. 
W a s h in g to n , September 
3 0 th .—Colonel 
George Bliss, Hon. B. H. Brewster and Col­ 
onel Cook, counsel for the Government in the 
star route cose», filed in the Court this morn­ 
ing a long information against ex-Assistant 
Postmaster-Genera! Brady and others, and 
th e following order was issued : 
United States Supreme Court, District of Colum­ 
bia, boliling a criminal term, June term 1SS1, and 
now to wit, September 31, 1SS1—On reading the 
affidavits of Thomas L. James and P. Henry Wood­ 
ward, and on motion of George B. Corkhill, United 
Stated AttDrney for the District of Columbia, and 
Wm. A. Cook, special Assistant Attorney for the 
United fctatep, it is ordered that the information an­ 
nexed to 
the affidavits be exhibited 
against 
Thomis Brady, John L. French, Wm. H. Turner, 
Georgs McDonaugh ami Samuel P. Brown, for con­ 
spiracy to defraud the United States, and that the 
same be ftled, and that warrants be issued in ordi­ 
nary form as prayed for. 
WALTER S. COX, 
Justice. 
[SECOND DISPATCH. 1 
W a s h in g to n , September 30th.—The star 
route ring is demoralized. 
They feel that 
lightning is about to strike them, but they 
don’t know just how or where it will hit. 
Postmaster-General Jam es and MacVeagh 
have evidence enough, they are satisfied, to 
convict the ring, and there is to be no delay 
in the prosecution. 
This morning there was 
a conference held at the Arlington Hotel be­ 
tween James, MacVeagh, George Bliss, B. 
H . Brewster and others, who represent the 
prosecution. 
Bliss subm itted the indictments 
which 
he 
had 
carefully drawn against 
Brady, Dorsey, McGrew, ex-Chief Clerk 
French, 
Saulsbnry, 
Gilmer 
and 
other 
star route contractors 
and 
beneficiaries 
of the ring. Bliss stated that he would pledge 
his professional reputation upon a conviction. 
Jame3 and M acVesgh approved the action of 
Bliss, and these indictments will be placed 
immediately in D istrict A ttorney Corkhili’s 
hands for presentment to the Grand Jury. 
Jam es, MacVeagh and other officials engaged 
in the prosecution have no confidence w hat­ 
ever in Corkhill, and they make no secret of 
the fact. 
They do not charge th at Corkhill 
has been influenced by any money consider­ 
ation to favor the star route ring, but believe 
th at his social and personal relations, to 
say the least, will 
influence him. 
All 
the officials concerned in the prosecution 
m aintain th at 
Corkhill 
has 
obstructed 
their progress from the first, aud therefore it 
was determined to prepare all the papers cf 
presentment fully, and keep them in his hands, 
so th at all he will have to do will be to submit 
them to the Grand Jury. 
This is why Bliss 
drew up the papers, and although Bliss has 
some pressing business in Xew York, he has 
remained here at the request of the Post­ 
master-General and Attorney-General 
to 
watch the presentment of these cases. 
I t is 
the intention of the prosecution to ask the 
G rand Ju ry to take hold of the cases imme­ 
diately upon meeting next Monday, but as 
Corkhill insists upon presenting Guiteau’s 
case 
first, 
th at 
will 
take 
precedence. 
Several of the persons implicated have 
confessed and given away the operation of 
the ring. The prom pt and determined stand 
of President A rthur, in favor of a vigorous 
prosecution has demoralized and dismayed 
the ring-leaders, who had kept the weak ones 
silent by assuring them th at if A rthur be­ 
came President the whole m atter would be 
immediately quashed as soon as it was proper 
after the death of Garfield. 
Jam es and M ac­ 
Veagh had an interview with the President 
a b iu t the star route. 
The President had al­ 
ready declined, for the tim e being, to accept 
the 
resignations 
of 
the 
Cabinet, 
and 
had requested them to continue in the 
discharge of their duty, ju3t as they would 
have done had President Garfield survived. 
President A rthur assured Jam es and Mac­ 
Veagh that there must be no mistake as to 
his purpose towards all persons who have 
been guilty of fraud toward the Government. 
I f there has been a star route ring and the 
Government has been defranded, he wanted 
the guilty party punished. 
General Jam es 
informed the President th at he was satisfied 
of the frauds, and if he was to remain, even 
temporarily, at the head of the Postoffice D e­ 
partm ent, he would inBist upon having his 
support and assistance in the exposure of 
wrong-doing. 
A rthur assured Jam es th at it 
was his earnest desire for him to remain 
where he was. and conduct the departm ent as 
he had done since he took charge of it, adding 
th a t 
the 
whole country had applauded 
Jam es’ administration. 
I t was not long 
until the star route ring ascertained that 
A rthur could not be deceived into giving 
them any countenance, and this seemed to . 
be their last hope. 
One of the highest offi-' 
cials of the Postotfice D epartm ent said that 
in the past thirty hours Beveral persons con­ 
nected with the ring had surrendered and 
turned State’s evidence. 
I t is pretty well 
understood th at W alsh, formerly of New Or­ 
leans, who brought a few months ago several 
suits against Brady for (lie recovery of money, 
is one of them. 
The Government will con­ 
clusively prove a conspiracy, and unless some 
of the accused parties jum p the country 
they wiil probably be in a tight place 
before 
long. 
The action 
of 
President 
A rthur in removing Starr, Postm aster at 
Deadwood, was a revelation to the star route 
ring. 
They did not know th at Starr hod 
made a w ritten confession, detailing all the 
fraudulent operations in the Northwest for 
some months past. 
One of the most efficient 
Inspectors in the Postoffice D epartm ent has 
been secretly investigating the management 
of the Deadwood pjstoffice, and when he 
confronted the Postm aster w ith his proofs, 
the latter confessed. 
G ossip B cgard in g th e P resid en t. 
C h ic a g o , S e p te m b e r3 0 th .—“Jennie Ju n e ” 
is responsible for the following : There is a 
strong probability that the W hite House will 
witness a wedding during the present A d­ 
m inistration, the President himself being one 
of the high contracting parties, and the 
widow of a well-known and very wealthy 
N ew Y orker the other.
